Are Celebrated. 


Start Fake Fiesta for Indians at 
Temecula, But Are Thrown. Out. 
Strange Rites and Natwe Games 


HE time-honored California sport 
of fleecing the Pechango Indians 
was revived during the past week, 
with very poor success. | 

The Pechangos are the people whose 
sufferings led Mrs. Helen Hunt Jack- 
son to write Ramona.“ Much of the 
locale of Ramona is indefinite, but 
she located Allesandro’s people, in spe- 
cific terms, at the town of Temecula, 
and the plot of the story hinges on 
the cruel ejectment of the tribe from 
their ancestral homes. 

The Pechangos are still out ‘there, 
and they are still “getting the worst 
of it.” 

In thjs instance some white (in color) 
gambiers tried to use Allesandro’s peo- 
ple as a blind to run a gambling hell 
at Temecula. 
the blind. 

Their plan was checked through the 
efforts of the parish priests and the 
officers of the Indian servite. 8 

It should be understood that for many 
years the different tribes of Southern 
California have been holding annua! 
flestas on th various reservations. 

These fiestas have consist@d of a 
two or three days’ session of native

allowed to conduct the gambling 
games. The money thus stayed in 
the tribe. 


The government ordered that the 
Indian fiestas should be strictly for the 
Indians. 

The gamblers, with these fiestas go- 
ing on every side ot them in the dif- 
ferent reservations, simply watered at 
the jaws. 
evolved, last week, a scheme to 
to the Indians.

mada, such as the Indian fiestas are 
always held in. The arrangement was 
that they should be allowed to rent 
out the booths of their own construc- 
tion for $5 or $6 for the feast period, 
covering two days. 

Several white men, with a few mis- 
guided Indians, were appointed as 2 
committee to sell out concessions to 
gamblers. The rate fixed was $5 a day. 


Advertisements were then sent out 
far and wide through Southern Call- 
fornia of a fiesta of “old-time games,” 
ete. 

Realizing the danger of the Indians, 
who are always crazy over fiestas, the 
government officials made immediate 
complaint to the District Attorney of 
Riverside. 

They were told that the only way to 


citizen to swear out a complaint. 

The Sheriff of the county was then 
notified and came to Temecula. Came 
also veveral special officers of the In- 
dian service, Mr. Stanley, the agent 
at Soboba, who has done so much for 
his Indians; Father Hughes, the pries; 
at Soboba and Temecula, and T. F. Mc- 
Cormick, the agent at Pechango. : 

It is hardly a secret that trouble 
was expected, as it was proposed tc 
protect the Indians at any cost, 

The flesta blew wide open on Wednes- 
day. That night Sheriff Wilson ar- 
rived. The government officials were 
there waiting for him. 

When he got to the ramada, he found 
a big enclosed court filled with Ir- 
dians and white men--town boys and 
cow boys from the ranches, Under the 
flickering light of gasoline torches. 
they were playing chuck-a-luck, Klon- 
dike, Keno, poker, La Chusa (an In- 
dian game, something like roulette,) 
and various other games that have 


tough pioneer Jays. ‘ 
The players Were Indians, of all ages, 
and white. Children, both white and 
Indian, were playing with money acrosr 
the board. 

The conditions were put up to the 
Sheriff strongly by the priests and the 
Indian agents. He sent for the Fiests 
Committee and told them that every 
iNegal gambling game would have 13 
stop. 

To do them credit, the Fiesta Com- 
mittee gave in without a murmur. They 
were, for the most part, ignorant In- 
dians who didn't realize what they 
were doing and who were merely filled 
with childish importance at being “the 
committec’’—cats-paws for the gamb- 
lers. 
Within a few minutes of the Shetiff's 
order, rat-eyed gamblers were hastily 
gathering up the money they had al- 
ready won from the Indians and were 
stowing it away in leather bags. They 
melted in an hour. They fled from the 
town like scared rats. Ewery livery 
team the town afforded was pressed in- 
to service. All night long, they were 
slipping out into the darkness—'‘‘beat- 
ing it, to use their own phrase.

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JAPAN'S VALUABLEACQUISITION, KOREA. 


BY WALTER 


Korea adds to Japan a population of 
12,363,400 natives, 143,046 resident Japa- 
nese, and 11,791 resident foreigners, ac- 


cording to returns just published by the 


Japanese Ministry of Finance. The 
country is about 600 miles long by 135 
broad; the area is 80,000 to 90,000 
square miles. Its parallels are from 
84 deg. 17 min. to 43 deg. N., or about 
the same as from Concord, N. HI., to 
Wilmington, N. C., and average much 
south of Italy; its meridians, 124 deg. 
38 min. to 130 deg. 20 min. E. 

The Japan Sea divides it from Japan, 
whose southernmost island, Kyushu, 
approaches its southern tip within 100 
miles, separated by Korea Strait, with 
large isiands midway; to the west, 
Korea Bay and the Yellow Sea, marked 
off by Shantung peninsula, divide it 
from China. A dense archipelago 
fringes it south and west. 

MOUNTAINS AND RIVERS. 

A mountain backbone of striking in- 
dividuality traverses Korea north to 
south, a steep solid wall unbroken for 
hundreds of miles, a perpetual zigzag, 
skirting the eastern shore with slender 
coast lands. In the north it has sum- 
mits, 4000 to 8000 feet high, ending in 
the southwest in the extinct volcano of 
Mt. Auckland 16,700 feet, while to the 
east it throws out low hills and pla- 
teaus. The islands of the southern 
archipelago, verdant rocks worn into 
the semblance of fantastic castellated 
ruins, are its spurs. On the eastern 
side the ridge is timbered te the sum- 
mit; on the west almost treeless, and 
seamed with deep ravines shallowing 
out into broad fertile plains. occupying 
most of Korea. On the east below the 
boundary there is but one river of any 
size, the Nak-tong along the south- 
eastern uplands. and almost no islands; 
the west has ten considerable streama, 
and the coast is thickly notehed with 
harbors and fringed with fertile islets. 

The chief rivers are from the north: 
the great Yalu or Amnok, a mile wide 
and rising 40 feet in flood, navigable 20 
miles for sea-going junks, and 175 for 
boats to Wi-won. Opposite it the Tu- 
man. The Tao-dong, or Ta-tong, navi- 
gable for boats, 75 miles to Ping-Yang. 
About 30 miles up the Han River lies 
Seoul, the capital, and a line of small 
steamers runs between it and the port 
of Chemulpo, about 30 miles distant 
south: boats ascend nearly 100 miles 
more. The Nak-tong (above) empties 
into Korea Strait near Fusan, and is 
navigable 149 miles for vessels drawing 
4 1-2 feet. The best harbors are Gen- 
san and Port Lazareff, on Broughton’'s 
Bay. The best harbor on the south 
coast is Fusan on Korea Strait. 

THE CLIMATE. 

The climate is much like that of our 
eastern coast in the same latitudes; 
the north and center have very hot 
summers and severe winters; the south 
te like the Carolinas, and tempered by 
ecean breezes, The Han River is frozen 
in winter 80 that at Seoul, where it is 
406 yards wide, it is available for cart 
traffic from December to February in- 
clusive. The rainfall averages 06 
inches, $2 in the crop season, A fall of

only 4.1 inches in 1901 created a famine, 
FLORA AND FAUNA. 


There is a very great variety of ex- 
cellent hardwood timber on the east- 
ern slopes and the northern mountains, 
but by reason of lack of coal or other 
fuel it has been wastefully used; 
the west it is scarce and sparingly 
used, The one surpassing native ani- 

al is the man-cating tiger, which fills 
he native proverbs and literature, de- 
populates whole villages, and even be- 
sieges houses for days, sometimes leap- 
ing on the thatched roof and tearing 
his way through. Besides him there 
are leopards, tiger-cats and foxes; deer, 
beaver, badgers, otters, martens, etc., 
and a great variety of birds. 

PRODUCTS AGRICULTURAL. 

The great native crop is. ginseng, so 
highly prized by the Chinese for medic- 
inal purposes, It is a government mo- 
nopoly, yielding some 800, % 4 year, or 
a ninth of the State revenue, Amems 
other products are rice, wheat, millet, 
sesame, Indian corn, beans, often, 
hemp and perilla (for oil and pigment.) 
The domestic animals are few. Inas- 
much as only about 12 per cent. M the 
land of Japan proper is cultivabdie, one 
can readily see how nejsesaury to her 
food supply are the vast agricultural 
lands of Korea. Now that Korea has 
become part of the Empire of Japan, 
hundreds of thousands, if not millions, 
of Japanese will settle on those lands 
as thick as bees in a hive. Almost 
156,000 of them are there already. 


MINERAL. 


Korea has valuable gold mines, main- 
ly owned and operated by Americans. 
Iron ores of excellent quality are 
mined, and there are copper mines in 
several places, The silver output is 
small,

In education Korea has advanced ma- 
terially in recent years, throwing off, 
practically, the immemorial Chinese 
system of education, which China her- 
self is now beginning to also throw 
off. In 1804-5 a department of educa- 
tion was established, and a thoroughly 
graded public school system, includ- 
ing normal training. There are also 
schools of foreign languages taught by 
speakers of the languages.

SIMPLIFIED MONEY ORDERS. 


Gradually Introduced, and Will Be Only 

Kind Issued by Government After 

| Next January. 

The simplified money order system 
adopted by the government is being 
gradually introduced into postoffices 
throughout the United States. As the 
old blanks are exhausted at a post- 
office or at a postal station, the new 
ones are substituted, and by the first 
of January, next, they will be in yni- 
versal use. 

The new system does away with 
writing the names of sender and 
payee on the face of the order, and 
also with the sending of an “advice” 
by the issuing postmaster to the pay- 
ing office. The purchaser receives an 
order on a given postoffice, dated and 
numbered. It is in three parts; he re- 
tains; the stub-receipt and sends the 
other portion to the person who ifs te 
get the money. It will be payable to 
anybody, who may happen to have it 
in possession, and the only protection 
to the sender will be to retain the re- 
ceipt, and that would only mean recor- 
ery of the money in case the order is 
actually lost or destroyed. It is’ a 
compromise between the postal note, 
which was abolished some years ago, 
and the money order issued by express 
companies.

The im- 
ple reading of these charges creates 
an instant impression that ther must 
be unlawful; that their commission 
would be highly injurious to plaintiff: 
that they ought not to bé& permitted, 
and should, therefore, be restrained by 
order of court.” | 

Continuing, Judge Bordwell sets 
forth that it would be quite as unlaw- 
ful for the employers to conspire 
against the liberty of their employés, 
to “intimidate laborers and thus deter 
them fm the jawful and laudable ef- 
fort on their part to work and to find 
employment wherever they could.” The 
court adds that. in such a preposterous 
case, there would not be the least hes 
tation in restraining the employers 
from such reprehensible conduct. 

NO EXCUSE FOR TRESPASS. 
“The proper adjustment of what 
seems an irrepressible conflict between 
employers and—employvés may require 
wisdom which ho man, without. affec- 
ation, may assume to possess,”’ contin- 
ved the court, “but that fact will not 
excuse a trespass on the plain rights 
of citizens, nor deter the court from 
restraining any citizen, whether em- 


loves er employer, from complaining 
Such unlawful acts as are complained 
of by plaintiff in this case.” 

Judge Bordwell explains that the de- 
fendants, as employés, are entirely at 
liberty to strike and to peaceably per- 
suade others to join them in any le- 


Kitimate efforts to better theif con- 
dition relating to their emplovers. 
Also, the court patiently explains 
that there is nothing in the injune- 
tion to interfere with that right. Co- 
ercion of other employés or of em- 
ployers. on the other hand, is point 
ed out by the court to be “clearty

During the intervening halt 
eentury the known species of mam- 
mais increased in number from 1200 
to 2300, birds from 3600 to 11,000, reptiles 
from 543 to 3400, fishes from 3500 to 
11,600, mollusks from 11,000 to 23,000, mos 
animalcules from 40 to 120, crustacea 
from 1290 to 7500, arachnida (spiders, 
ete.) from 1048 to 8070, myriapods (cen- 
tipedes, etc.,) from 450 to 1300, insects 
from 49,000 to 220,150. echinodermata 
(sea urchins, starfishes, etc.,) from 220 
to 18,043, worms from 372 to 070, coel- 
enterata from 500 to 2200, forminifera 
from 50 to 400 and protogoa from 305 
to 3500. The total number of animal 
species of all kinds known in 1840 was 
73.588; in 1881 the number had in 
creased to 211,653. The average number 
of new species Alscovered each year 
since 188] may fairly be -estimated at 
about 12,000, so that the total number 
of Specias now known must exceed 
600,000, But the number of species yet 
unknown is probably very much great- 
er than this. In 1895 Sharpe estimated 
the number of known species of insects 
at a quarter of A million, and ex- 
pressed the conviction that ten times 
as many insect species yet awaited 
‘liscovery. Insects and small animals 
in general offer an almost uflimited 
field for exploration, while in the case 


of large animals, and especially of 
mammals, it is probably that a ma- 
jority of living species is already 


known.

REVIEW OF POLITICAL HISTORY OF CALIFORNIA WHILE UN-

It would be a serious mistake to as- 
sume that Mexico really achieved her 
Independence a hundred years #60: 
indeed, it was not until the year 1823 
that the Present republic of Mexico 
was finally and permanently estab- 
shed, after the obstinate but un- 
«valling attempt to set up an empire 
of European type in the Western 
Hemisphere. Rut as we Americans 
date our freedom from the Decla- 
ration of Independence in 1776 
rather than the peace of Paris in 1783, 
#0 Mexico is not without justification 
in setting down 1810 as the birthyear 
of her independence; for in that year 
it war that a series of revolutionary 
Momggments began which eventually 
culminated in the firm establishment

The supreme authority under the 
crown for Spain’s vast colonial system 
Was the Council of the Indies, under 
which the territory was divided into 
vice-royalties, provinces, audiences 
and minor divisions. The vice- 
royalty of New Spain, that is Mexico, 
included the Provincies Internas, of 
which the Callfornias—Alta and 
Baja California—became an integral 
=r. jurisdiction having been estab- 
ished about 1776, 

The Californias were ruled by gover- 
nors, prefects and sub-prefects. The 
Governor, an appointee of the Mexican 
central authorities, was military com- 
mander of the province, and in turn 
enjoyed extensive appointing power; 
he presided at the Departmental 
Legislature and was in general en- 
trusted with the public order. 

It was during the administration of 
Felipe de Neve (1774-82) that the of- 
ficial residence of the Governor was 
transferred from Loreto, Baja Call- 
fornia, to Monterey, Alta California: 
and from thé time when De Neve 
reached Monterey, rly in 1777, until 
the completion of the American Con- 
atitution in 1849, that town remained 
the capital of Alta California. The 
separation of the government of Alta 
and aa California was not deter- 
mined upon till 1864, and even later 


they were n consolidated for e 
time during the later Mexican régime. 
ARRILLAGA. 


The nineteenth century opened 
quietly iu California. In 1800 José 
Joaquin de Arriliaga, having already 
served. with -censpicuous merit a: 
Governor ad interim, entered upon the 

fongest and in respects the most 
important administration in the Span 
ish history of the province. The 
years 1801 and 1802 were among the 
most uneventful in all the California 
provincial unnals; but before the end 
of Arriliaga’s rule an event occurred 
n New Spain that was destined to 
ave a profound influence upon the 
future of Alta California as well as to 
bring about the ultimate transforma- 
tien of New Spain herself into the 
free and sovereign State of Mexico. 
The menth of September, 1810, wit- 
neased the opening of a series of revo- 
lutionary which never 
wholly ceased until Mexico's nal in- 
dependence was an accomplished and 
recognized fact. The first uprising. 
which seemed to many little more inan 
a trifling riot among some degraded 
Indians, occurred in the province of 
Guanajuato. During all the troublous 
times of the next dozen years in Mex- 
leo, Alta California maintained a con- 
sistent attitude of complete loyalty to 
the Spanish crown. 

DE SOLA. 

Pablo Vieente de Sola, a stanch loy- 
alist, was the last reguiar Governor 
of California under the Spanish régime. 
He may rightfully be termed the 
transition Governor, for, when one day 
near the end Of his administration, a 
war vessel appeared off Monterey, 
sailing under a new and strange im- 
perial ensign. Sola understood, 
promptly ree ized the new govern- 
ment and hi if hoisted the new flaw. 
“In a few weeks,” says Hittell, the 
jmperial flag—s0on to be changed into 
the simple Mexican tri-color— waved 
over the length and breadth of the 
land, from San Francisco to San Diego 
and from the extreme eastern outposts 
where the Spanish language was 
apoken to the ocean. California was 
no longer a Spanish, but a Mexican 
province, and Sola for the few addi- 
tional months that he continued in his 
effice was no longer a 8 nish but 
nad become a Mexican overnor.” 

On June 26, 1822, the Congress of 
Mexico,ordered the (supposed) fina! 
establishment of the empire and of the 
iIturbidean dynasty; but in March of 
the following year Emperor “Augustin 
was compelled to abdicate his mMomen- 
tary throne and was banished to Italy. 
while at a single stroke al! importa’ 
decrees were pronounced null an 
void. The secret return of Iturbide, 
how he was detected, sentenced a 
an outlaw, and finally shot in 1824. This 
is familiar history. The spirit of free 
republican government and of the Mon- 
roe doctrine, just at that time ee

75 he Mexican republic was in effect 
created by the adoption of the Acta 
Constitutiva de la Nacion Mexicana, on 
the 19th of November, 1828. About two 
months later a second and aimilar act 
was passed, On October 4, 1824, the re- 
publican constitution was definitely 
promulgated, thus forming a federa- 
tion of nineteen States and four Ter- 
ritories. In several of its prominent 
feutures the constitution bears strong 
resemblance to that of the United 
tates of America, our fundamental

One of the first acts of 
the administration-—an act that be- 
tokened a narrow and unavailing pol- 
icy in this regard— was a provision 
against the immigration of foreigners 
into the Territories of Mexico. 

From Arguello’s official report of 
May 71, 1824, we learn much concern- 
ing the conditions and prospects of 
California. It pointed out the miser- 
able, neglected condition of the In- 
dians, called attention to the unequaled 
natural features of the country, and 
set forth the advantages to the nation 
that would follow upon its rapid de- 
velopment. But before this report, 
which besought the active interest of 
the Mexican government in behalt of 
California, had been answered, Ar- 
gueljo received word of the appoint- 
ment by President Victoria of a new 
Governor, José Maria de Echeandia. 
to whom, in due time, the government 
was delivered, when Arguello resumed 


‘his former office as comandante of 


San Francisco, 
ECHEANDIA. 

Echeandia continued as Governor of 
both Californias from 1826 to 1831. He 
was directed to obtain statistical in- 
formation as to pbysical features, 
products, and peculiarities of the coun- 
try, to study the Indian names and 
character, scrutinize the affoirs of the 
Franciscan missions, note the quality 
and extent of the public lands, and 
jealously guard the northern boundary 


deg. north latitude—against Amer- 


ican encroachment, while keeping an 
eye on the Russians about Fort Ross 
and Bodega Bay. 

He aroused much opposition by a 
temporary residence in San Diego, and 
by plans for meetings of the Terri- 
torjal Deputation there instead of at 
Monterey, the regular capital. An- 
other source of trouble lay in the hos- 
tility of the missionaries toward the 
new constitution; indeed, they had 
reason for the hostile attitude, viewing 
the probabilities of speedy seculariza- 
tien of the mission establishments. 
The opposition of the padres, for most 
part loyal Spaniards, was doubtiess 
partly responsible for the spirit of 
real that came to be man- 
tested by the Federat governmént 
against Spaniards as a class, The act 
of March 20, 1829, decreed that all 
Spaniards residing in Alta and Raja 
California, New Mexico and other 
northern Territories, should leave the 
Territory of their residence within one 
month and the republic within three 
months after the publication of the 
order.” It is hardly necessary to re- 
mark that this. sweeping order was 
never put into anything like full exe- 
eution, Very little was ever done, and 
even the spirit of the jaw was never 
carried out. 
One of the most remarkable pro- 
posals of Echeandia, but one, happily, 
that speedily came to naught, was a 
recommendation to change the name 
of the Territory of Alta California to 
Moctezuma, : 

The plan for complete secularization 
of the missions was greatly furthered 
by the act of December 11, 1828, which 
contemplated that all mission estab- 
lishments, excepting only Sonoma and 
San Rafael on the northern frontier, 
should be converted into pueblos with

tain amendments, seemed likely to be 
carried into execution, when the a>- 
pointment of a new Governor brought 
secularization matters to a halt for 
several years. 

The imperfect census of 1826 showed 


a Californian Population, excluding 
Gentiles, of 24,614, or an increase of 
about 2000 during the preceding decade. 
The white population, numbering about 


42750 in 1830, increased to 5780 in 16840. 


and to perhaps 7500 in 1846, the year of 


the American conquest. Unfortunate- 
ly, a very large proportion of these 
new arrivals were ex-convicts or mere 
offscouring, for California was made 
a kind of penal colony, thus tndicating 
again Mexico's fallure to recognize 
the resources and importance of her 
ogee valuable department. It should 

added, however, that California was 
fortunate in being almost without the 
“peculiar institution“ of slavery, Mex!i- 
can slave trade having been abolished 
by act of Congress in 1824, and slav- 


ery itself being abolished by decree of 


President Guerrero on September 16, 


1829 

3 VICTORIA. 
Manuel Victoria,. the newly ap- 

pointed Governor, made his appear- 


ance in Monterey, on the last day of 
January, 1831. Quickly reversing the 
secularigation act of his predecessor, 
he received a cordial welcome from the 


Franciscan friars. But he had not 
long to rule. His tyrannical spirit and 
high-handed acts kindled a dissatia- 
faction that speedily culminated in 


successful r@volt. A halt Indian by 


birth, even narrower in mind than 


in person,“ his courage and deter mina 
tion proved of no avail; he was com- 
pelled to withdraw after a stormy ad- 


ministration of ten months and nine 


days. 


The political vicissitudes of Califor- 


nia under the Mexican régime are well 
Illustrated by the months of confuaion 
and chaos that followed Victoria's de- 


feat. The Deputation§ selected Pio 
Pico, its primer vocal, as Governor ad 


interim, but Echeandia vigorously pro- 


tested against such action: “while 


shortly a revolution was started 


against the pretensions and party fol- 
lowings of th by Capt. A 
who headed a considerable faction. 


There was bluster and pretension, mar- 


shaling of troops, and much officious 
verbiage, all to end in a vague and 
unsatisfactory arrangement, which in 
effect left three Governors, Pico, 
Echeandia and Zamorano, each erijoy- 
ing undefined powers. This condition 
Was finally brought to a close wher. 
the central government appointed José 
Figueroa as Gobernador Proprietario. 
FIGUEROA, 


Figueroa was a Mexican by birth. 
with Aztec blood in his veins. He was 
far from robust in health, and yet, as 
Hittell assures us, he managed to de 
much which many a well Governor 
might have neglected.” The consum- 
mation of the secularization schemo 
was the most important fact of Fig- 
vueroa’s rule, so important indeed as to 
render the administration perhans 
more memorable than any other of the 
Mexican régime. The melancholy de- 


tails of secularization cannot be re- 


counted here, With the promulgation 


of the laut and regulations of 1834 the 


missions of Alta California, as such, 
may be said to have ceased to exist. 
Figueroa was anxious to comply with 
the law, but was “too moderate to aim 


for the moment at more than a grad- 


ual emancipation of the neophytes.” 
He was actuated by a sincere desire 
to advance the best interests of the 


Territory. An advocate of schools and 
education, a sympathetic friend of the 


Indians, and withal a truly enlightened 
spirit, it was a heavy miefortune that 
his health should completely give way, 


compelling him to resten the political 
command, only to be taken by death 
at San Juan September 29, 1439. The 
deputation ordered that Figueroa’s 


portrait should be placed in the meet- 
ing hall with the inscription: Rene 
factor of the Territory of Alta Califor- 
nia.” 


We need not dwell upon the interim 1 


of about eight months following tue 
rule of Figueroa, during which the at- 
fairs of the Territory were in the 
hands of José Castro and Nicolas 
Gutierrez, respectively. We enter a 
period that fs filled with political in- 
trigue and internecine conflict. Call- 
fornians became increasingly jealous 
of ali Mexican interference; moreover - 
as if to anticipate later days—the 
northern and southern parts of the 
Territory revealed a rapidly growing 
spirit of local jealousy springing up 
between them. 
CHICO. 


Mariano Chico, regularly appointed 
Governor, reached Monterey in the 
spring of 1836. Of all Mexican rulers 
of California he was probably the most 
unfit; Rayce affirms that “Chico was 
the best hated, and, as to personal 
reputation, the most unfortunate of at) 
the Mexican governors of California.” 
An inglorious episode with Abel 
Stearns, who had become an object uf 
Chico's impotent wrath, and his ful- 
minations against all foreigners revea} 
his hot-headedness and puerile char- 
acter. He had the bad fortune of set- 
ting himself uarely aguinst nearly 
every interest in California and of 
winning the antagonism of almost the 
entire population. The fact that he 
was an uncompromising centralist, up- 
pointed by a centralist government. 
earned for him the abomination of th 
federalist population of California. In 
short, he found the whole country in 3 
labyrinth of difficulties, disturbed, con- 
ree. a very embodiment of contradic- 
tidn. 

[Inevitably Chico became the victim 
of popular indignation. Not until 


Monterey began to fill with armed men 
who obvicowsly were not his friends, } 


did he realize that he was a cage:l 
bird. The Deputation mercifully sug- 
gested that he personally proceed io 
Mazatian for certain promised treopa: 
and under this subterfuge the country 
was made rid of the hated Governor, 
for the brig Clementina spread sails 
July 30, 1836, with Chico safely on 
board. 


GUTIERREZ. 

Gulterret thus became acting Gov- 
ernor the second time. This time he

Some idea of Alvarado's energy may 
be gained by noting that he made it 
his practice to rise at four and labor 
till seven, when he breakfasted: then 
being joined by his secretary, he 
worked steadily unt the day's bus!i- 
ness was completed, reading and per- 
sonally supervising everything. 

In 1839 the newly restored depart- 
ment was divided into three districts, 
the first extending from the Sonoma 
frontier to the ex-mission_of San Luis 
Obispo inclusive, with San Juan as its 
capital; the second extending to San 
Domingo, south of San Diego, with 
Los Angeles as capital; and the third 
extending to San José del Cabo, with 
La Paz as capital. This division of 
the department, with the further sub- 
division of the northern and central! 
districts into sub-dietricts, was ef- 
fected for judicial and police purposes. 
Bach district was to have a prefect, 
each sub-district a sub-prefect, all in 
due subordination to the Governor. In 
reality the elaborate judiciary was 
never operative in California, most of 
the judicial duties falling in last an- 
alysis upon the humble alcaldes of the 
respective pueblos. 

It is certain that the exorbitant de- 
mands of Comandante M. G. Vallejo 
and the offensive conduct of Pio Pico 
and José Carrillo, who were among 


the most distinguished and influential 
of Californians, added not a tittle 


to the difficulties and constant annoy- 


ances of Alvarado's administration. 


Nevertheless the Governor's prompt 


and energetic action almost uniformly 


brought all offenders to terms. 
MICHELTORENA, 

In the autumn of 1841 ness com- 
pelled him to relinquish hig duties for 
months. Meantime, the President ap- 
pointed as Governor, Gen. Michel 
torena, to whom Alvarado gladly trans- 
ferred the government. Alvarado was 
one of the most remarkable Califor- 
nians of the entire Mexican régime. 
Manifesting an extraordinary desire 
for knowledge as a child under the 
tutelage of Governor Sota, he was in 
turn deeply interested in education, 
carrying forward the excellent work 
begun by Figueroa. At the early age 
of eighteen he was elected secretary 
of the Territorial Deputation, of which 
he later became a member, the most 
active and infuential that the Terri 
tory had ever had.” With features 
that were striking and handsome, 
strong and athletic body, and excellent 
physical constitution, he may be said, 
without Injustice to his contemporaries, 
to represent the acme of Castillan gen- 
tility in California, 

The appointment of José Manuel! 
Micheltorena was the last attempt of 


fornia a Mexican Governor, It falled. 


The soldiers brought by General Mich- 
eltorena, some of them convicts, bore 


a bad reputation and helped to create 
a strong disiike for the administra- 
tion, endin + in open Insurrection. The 
result of the ‘Micheltorena war’ was 
the capitulation and final-expulsion, in 
1845, of the Governor, whose good in- 
tentions failed to save him. 


PIO PICO. 
And so we have come to the last ad- 


ministration of the period, that of Pio 


Pico, who has already appeared as 
Governor ad interim and senior legisia- 
tor of the Diputation. it was but a 
brief term, and from one aspect an 
uneventful rule.

Our Most common applications have 
been adapted from the Bible itself. 
But an exception may be made re- 
garding our political slang, nearly al! 
of which is strictly original: and few 
or none of our Presidential campaigns 
have been carried through without 
the production ef some new political 
‘slang term of more or leas effective- 


as @ matter of fact. Indeed, to £0 
back only a few Presidential terms, 
no future treasure-house of American- 
English words will be complete with- 
out the “Mugwump” of 1984. It seemed 
expressioniess and far-fetched, as first 
applied—by some one never strictly 
tracable—to those Republican goody- 
soodys Who broke away from Blaine 
and helped elect Cleveland. And while 
t ese same Mugwumps brought about 
precisely what they had hoped in their 
Sandonment of old party lines, they 
‘were never pleased over the ridiculous 
and senseless appellation. Aany have 


so horrid a word; but, so far as 
have ever learned, no satisfactory 
conclusion was ever arrived at, con- 
cerning its prosody or etymology. 

In 1834, the nickname of “Laoco- 
ocos” was given to the adherents of 
the Democratic party throughout the 
Mnited States, who followed the course 
of am ty of the members of 
Tammany Hall, who, when the lights 
were turned out on them during a 
tumultuous meeting, kept right on 
with their proceedings by flickerings 
from locofoco matches until candles 
Were procured. About the same time 
the members of the more radical and 
rogressive wing of the New York 

mocracy received the derisive name 
of “Barnburners,” classing them with 
a lot of lawless incendiar who for 
many months vented their spite on 
the owners of large grain and corn 
lands in the Mohawk and Oswego 
valleys by burning their barns. A 
Other name bestowed on a wing of 
the Democratic party during those 
early days, and liy on the 
“ultra-conservatives” of New York 
Was “Hunkers,” or “Old Hunkers,“ 
meaning that the goody-goodys of the 

of that day were really greedy 
or hunks' of the spoils.

applied to the growing anti-slavery 
element in the North; and about the

Ways been some difference of opinion 
as to its orthography and meaning.

Northern States decided in caucus in 
favor of a resolution requiring = all 
petitions relating to slavery to be laid 
Upon the table without debate. This 
identified the party as it then existed 
with the slave-holding interest, and 
the Northern Representatives were 
stigmatized as “Doughfaces.”” But Hon. 
Geo. Bradburn once said in a political 
Speech that “John Randolph, in re- 
ferring to these northern demagogues, 
from his seat m Congress, branded 
them as ‘doefaces.. I am not sure

nal orthography. Randolph spelled 
the word D-O- face, in allusion to 
the timid, startled look of that an- 
imal, which is said to shrink from the 
refiection of ite own face in the water. 
When that scornful Roanoke artist 
placed his tranding iron on the base 
rows of this whole race of dema- 
gogues, he exclaimed, in slow, sharp, 
quaint {ntonations of voice so pecull- 
arly his own. ‘It is not in our own 
strength that we of the South have 
always conquered you of the North. 
We have dene it by using your own 
Goefaces (sic Your doefaces! (sic) 
They are dirty dogs. They will eat 
Girty pudding.” In 1856-60, the anti- 
slavery men of the North had become 
„Rack Republicans” and “Nigger- 
Worshippers,” which ended the colore.! 
sequence. 

In 1853, there was organized through- 
mut the United States an anti-Catholic- 
anti-foreign party, known first as 
“Americans” and then as Know- 
Nothings.” It was a secret organiza- 
tion and grew rapidly and dangerous- 
ly. and carried a large number of 
Northern and Southern States against 
both the Whig and Democratic parties, 
although it was presumed to have 
substantially absorbed the former. In 


ndrew Johnson in Tennessee turned 

ck the strong current of Know- 
Nothingism, which was carrying every- 
thing with it, and in 1856 Millard Piil- 
more, the American candidate for 
Ae spew received only the cight elec- 
tofai votes of Marviend, The same 
year the Know-Nothing candidate for 
Governor of New York was Daniel 
Ullman, who happened to have been 
bern tn Calcutta while his father was 
Serving in governmental capacity. and 
his adherents were called “Hindoos”’ 
by the Democrats and Republicans in 
consequence. 

During the Civil War the pro-slavery 
Democrats and other Rebel sympa- 
thigers in the North were terme 
“Copperheads,” after one of the mean- 
est and most venomous of snakes 
These elected a few Congtfesemen in 
1861 and gave the administration 
something of a scare, but “Copper- 
headiem” was about wiped out during 
the elections in the fall of 1863, when 
Brough defeated the notorious Val- 
landingham in Ohio by 102,000 votes 
Tt was Mr. Lincoln who said that 
„not all Domocrats were Copperheadse, 


Immediately after the war the Re- 
eans became somewhat divided 

the North, being known respectively 
es “Conservative Republicans” an! 
“Radicals.” In the South those who 
had come from the North and been 
@lected to office were called “Carpet- 
bagsers,” and all natives who af- 
Giiated with Republicans were derided 


by the southern people generally as 
“Scalawags.” In this category, how- 
ever, were General Longstreet of 


Georgia, General Chalmers of Missis- 
Wipp, General Maney of Tennessee, 
Colonel Moseby of Virginia, and 
thousands of returned southern 
soldiers and others.

many attempts to hunt up the pedi- 
gree of the dark horse in politics, and 
the following has been generally the 
most satisfying: That a few years 
befo’ de wah” there lived in Ten- 
nessee Sam Flynn, a trading horse 
jockey, who generally contrived to own 
a speedy nag or two which he used for 
racing purposes whenever he could 


travels. The best of his flyers was a 
coal black stallion named Dusky Peto, 
who was almost a thoroughbred, and 
able to go in the best of company. 
Flynn was accustomed to saddle Pere 
when approaching a town and ride him 
into it to give the impression that the 
animal was merely “a likely hoss,” an 1 
not a fiyer. One day he came to a town 
where a country race meeting was be- 
ing held, and he entered Pete among 
the contestants. The people of the town, 
not knowing anything of his antece- 
dents, and not being overly impressed 
by his appearance, backed two ex 
three local favorites heavily against 
him. Flynn moved quietly among th» 
créwd and took all the bets that of- 
ered against his nag. Just as ths 
Myers were being saddied for the 
race old Judge McMinamee, who was 
the turf oraele of that part of the 
State, arrived on the course, and was 
made one of the judges. As he took his 
place in the stand he was told how the 
betting ran, and of the folly of the 
owner of the strange entry in backing 
his “plug” so heavily. Running his eye 
over the track, the judge instantly re- 
ognized Pete, and he said: “Gentlemen, 
there's a dark horse in this race that 
will make some of you suffer befo.e 
supper.” The judge was right. Pete, 
the dark horse:“ laid. back until the 
three-quarter pole was reached, whea 
he went to the front with a rush and 
won the purse and Flynn's. bets wita 
the greatest ease. | 


Since the retirement of the word 
doughfaces, no term has caused 80 
much controversy as “ouckoo,” which 
it was supposed Senator Mofwan had 


sounded, the forces were marshale. 
the clock had struck at the White 
House, and the cuckoos here all put 
their heads out of the boxes and re- 
sponded to inform us of the time of 
day; but they did not seem fully t 
know what they were talking about 
and never took pains to find out the 
State of the law.“ But possibly the 
Senator from Alabama had drawn his 
inapirtaion from, John Randolph of 
Roanoke. who had a century before 
been repeatedly interrupted in mak- 
ing a speech by a colleague who .- 
sisted on saying: Mr. Speakrpr, Mr. 
Sponker.“ Randolph's remark was that 
in Geneva they made clocks from which 
at intervals little birds came out and 
whistied. The most direct use of ‘he 
word was when Capt. Boutelle definite- 
ly applied it to Mr. Tracey, Mr. Cleve- 
land’s Secretary of War. The use of 
the word in this country has been gen- 
erally applied to politicians without 
manliness or independence, and seer:s 
likely to be.shrouded in ag much un- 
certainty as Homer's birthplace, the 
authorship of “Beautiful Snow,” or the 
identity of the assailant of William 
Patterson. 

That imaginary stream called “Salt 
River,” up which defeatgd candidates 
are supposed to be rowed, is one of the 
most felicitious of all our political 
Americanisms, although its authorship 
is unknown. It probably originated in 
Kentucky, where there is a small 
crooked stream named Salt River, an! 
where there are annually multitudes of 
eligibles waiting their turns. The term 
“caucus” was first used in 1828. 
Elbridge Gerry, a Democratic Mas- 
sachusetts politician of the latter part 
of the eighteenth and the early part of 
the nineteenth century, a signer of the 
Deglaration of Independence, was ac- 
cused of having instigated the first 
division of States into Congressional 
districts without regard to the natural 
order and conditions in order that his 
party might meet with success. From 
bis name a certain district in Massa- 
chusetts was called a “Gerrymander.” 
Since then, whenever a similar at- 
tempt has been made, it has been 
known as “gerrymandering.” Gerry, 
who was a Democrat, found things 
pretty warm in nis own district. He 
was Governor by the skin of his teeth, 
lected on hie third successive 
didacy, having been defeated on the 
first two. He was accused of taking 
this way of makings things open in 
case he wanted to be returned to Con- 
gress, where he had served four terms 
prior to his commission to accompany 
Pinckney and Marshall on a mission 
to France and his election as Gover- 
nor. He died shortiy after this while 
riding in hie carriage in Washington, 
D. C., That was about one hundred 
or More vers ago, and since that 
time it has been learned that Gerry 
really opposed the gerrymander, but 
the name stuck, and there have been 
other examples following closely the 
original eerrymander. Almost every 
State has had the same ocxperience in 
one Way or another. Sometimes it is 
not a Congressional district, but mere- 
ty a county commisstoner’s district or 
tate Legislature gerrymander, One of 
the most celebrated of these political 
steals was the famous Ohio gerryman- 
der of Congressional districts in 1890. 
Missouri is one among numerous ex- 
amples. Wisconsin has also been ger- 
rymandered in one instance, that of 
the Twenty-eighth Senatorial! District, 
portions of three counties having been 
taken to make up the district. This 
is considered one of the boldest ger- 
rymanders ever made, from the fact 
that the Legislature in making it dis- 
regarded all rules and customs as far 
as county lines are concerned. 


Probably the greatest excitement, 
netx to the Cle War, our country has 
ever known, was that in 1855-6-7, be- 
tween the Abolitionista of the North 
and the slave holders of the South, for 
the possession of Kansas, then open- 
ing to the advance of immigration, and 
out of which the terms “Bleeding Kan- 
eas,” “Border Ruffians” and “Squatter 
Sovereignty” became dramatically ex- 
pressive and are undoubtedly - defined 
in all text and phrase books. The 
South had never been so arrogant nor

so determined upon introducing salav-

The 
Abolitionists supplied a host from the 
North, who went determined to pre- 
vent slavery from having a frotlusi 
in the Territory, One band in partic- 
ular, to whom Mr. Beecher in 
Piymouth Church, were armed with 
Sharp's rifics, and were told to rely 
on these deadly weapons as well as 
on moral suasion. ~ slave holders 
were represented not only by pioneers 
from the South, who went to settle, 
taking their slaves with them, but 
more largelx by the rougher element 
in Missouri, and especially by those 
siave holders who lived in that State 
near the borders of Kansas, and who 
went among thelr opponents by the 
name of “Border Rumans.“ David R. 
Atchison, United States Senator from 
Missouri, aided to found in Kansas 
the city named after him, and to es- 
tablish the newspaper called the 
Squatter Sovereign, as the organ of 
his party. He had previously shown 
what he meant by “squatter sor- 
ereignty” in a speech delivered in 
Platte county, Missouri, just before the 
election, in which he said to some of 
his constituents:

to ite Whig projectors. The “Garfield 
letter” proved a cunning Roorback, and 
engendered harm, and would have lost 
the Republican candidate the entire 
Pacific electoral, vote had it been kept 
in stock a few weeks longer. Tne “Mur- 
chison letter“ was also a Roorback that 


while the “Rum, Romanism and Re- 
bellion’’' episode. was the most daring, 
the most crafty and the best executed 
of all, and took the State of New York 
from Mr. Biaine and elected Mr. Cleve- 
land. Even before the Polk Roorback 
the “Log Cabin“ and “Hard Cider” 
campaign derived ite name from a con- 
temptuous paragraph in a campaign 
newspaper. The Wasnington corre- 
spondent of the Baltimore Republican, 
a prominent Van Buren organ, in writ- 
ing to his paper spoke snecringly of 
Gen. Harrison, saying: “Give him ea 
barrel of hard cider and settle a pen- 
sion on him of two thousand a year, 
and, our word for it, he will sit the re- 
mainder of his days contended in a log 
cabin.” + The Whigs took up the epi- 
thets, and made out of them the cam- 
paign cries of that contest. The same 
year witnesses the paper- ball craze. An 
immense sphere, having inscribed on it 
the Whig victories, was rolled from 
State to State.

ney any personal influence in gen- 
era * 


The word “floater,” too; as applied 
to the purchasable voter, is filched fro-n 
the English; and it is a most con- 
venient one to designate that class of 
citizens whose existence is a greater 
danger to the American republic than 
the presence here of any number of 
alien anarchists, 


The terms “Jingo” and “jfingoism,” 
as voluminously applied to Secretary 
Blame and to President Clevelend in 
particular, and to their brilliant and 
patriotic attitudes as Americans, by 
foreign newspapers some years ago, are 
referred to merely to show that they 
were far-fetched and ſrrelevant. aa the 
enraged writers for the English press 
in their attempt to show that the 
Americans were spoiling for a fight, 
made use of terms that betrayed a 
contrary interpretation; for, so far as 
is known, the terms came from the 
ingo songs“ of the London music 
halls, the most acceptable of which 
comenced with: “We don't want to 
fight,” etc. But, perhaps, these para- 
doxical references were only just so 
many additional illustrations of the ai- 
leged density of English wit and hu- 
mor. It is a curious fact, however, that 
in the year 204 A. D., an Amazonian 
Empress of China named “Ji 
a furious oral onslaught on Korea and 
subsequently fell upon and capture! 
that country. Thus, coscicwsly or not, 
the term jingo and jingotem, have not 
been inappropriately applied, especially 
as Mrs. Jingo scared the Koreans near- 
fy out of their lives and made them 
behave themselves, and also extended 
civilization, the. arts and religion 
among the Japanese.

could equal “The Motor Maid” for 
downright atrocity. What is the book 
about, you ask? <As near as I can 
remember, it is about an automobile. 
In fact, the automobile ts tne hero of 
the novel. (Unable to make men and 
women stupid enough to meet the pop- 
ular taste, the ingenious and resource- 
ful Williamsons make their principal 
characters different brands of automo- 
biles.) There are minor characters in 
the present book, such as the people 
who own the machine, the chauffeur 
and the maid. The machine owners 
are money snobs, and the chauffeur 
and maid (who are really aristocrats,) 
belong to that contemptible and de- 
pressing class of snobs who become 
offensively arrogant because they nave 
dipped artichokes in bufter with some- 
body or other of social importance. The 
book is without plot, 860 far as the 
naked eye can discern, except that 
in the last chapter, I believe, the 
chauffeur and the maid get .

There is no telling what they might 
do. They are Mable to open water 
plugs or turn in fire alarms or change 
‘their socks on the street corner. Some 
of them, even as it is, eat at cafe- 
terlas.

The suicide of the State 
Treasurer, the murder of his succes 
sor, the mysterious d rance of 
an old maiden lady. the theft of $20,009 
worth of poarie—to say nothing of 4 
million or two minor incidents—furnish 
the excitement. In addition to this is 
the customary sentimental rubber- 
stamp love story between a beautiful 
young girl who is beset with many dif- 
feuvlties and the young attorney who 
befriends her. The author has avoided 
the chief fault of most detective-story 
writers who fill the first half of their 
books with mystery and thrills and th 
latter half with yawns and explana- 
tions, Mrs. Rinehart’s explanations 
work themselves out in a plausibly log- 
fecal manner, and her explanations are 
handled with deftness and at times 
subtiety.

It 
is easy to see what is going to hap- 
pen to our young friend. And when 
the lady invites him to return that 
same evening to a little supper with 
covers laid for two “and a nice little 
good time,” we-—well, wé are quite 
sure that Phillip is indeed upon .en- 
chanted ground. Between the tea and 
the dinner, however, Phillip inapects 
the photograph of “a girl back home,” 
and so fortified is he that, for the 
nonce, he determines disappoint 
Potiphar's wife. But this would have 
spoiled the story; and so, after due 
refiection, he retraces his steps to the 
house of the siren.

The y man's 
sweetheart will have none of him; and 
s0 Phillip returns to the lady of the 
tea-cup. It happens, however, that 
The Nice Young Giri had a father who 
was a bit of a rake himself in his but- 
terfiy days, and, as fate would have it, 
an illegitimate son of his happens to 
be boarding in the same house with 
Phillip in New York. Add to this 
the fact that the son was a hard 
drinker and that the work of saving 
him from the Demon Rum fell to Falt- 
lip, and you get an idea of some of 
the coincidental absurdities which Mr.

QUENNER DRY CRUSHER. 

A public demonstration of the Quen- 
ner dry crusher was held at the Lie- 
wellyn Iron Works yesterday after- 
noon. It was witnessed by a t 200 
local and Arizona mining men, and a 
number of representatives of local 


tons of hard granite boulders were 
puiverized in three minutes and forty 
seconds. The inventor of the machine, 
Quenner, however, does not claim that 
the machine will crush anything like 
this quantity on a continuous run. He 
states that there are eight of his ma- 
chines now operating in the Altar dis- 
trict, and that each of these machines 
will average 500 tons daily. This ca- 
pacity allows for temporary shut- 
— i and time for making minor re- 
pairs. 

The crusher consists of a huge drum 
making twenty revolutions to the min- 
ute, keeping the material to be crushed 
constantly in motion. The center core 
or shaft of this drum contains thirty- 
six hammers attached to heavy chains, 
and revoives at the rate of 500 revo- 
lutions; per’ minute, striking 1500 
pounds to the blow. and 18,000 blows) 
per minute. The machine requires 
about thirty-horse power to start, and 
fifteen-horse power when in motion. 

There are now eight of the machines 
operating in the Altar district, 
and ten additional machines are de- 
ing built here and in Nogales to fill 
orders. R. K Neal of Spokane has 
become heavily interested in the com- 
pany, and is keenly enthusiastic about 
the crusher and its possibilities. The 
mining men t at yesterday's 
demonstration ed convinced that 
the machine marks the passing of 
the stamp mill and the present rock 
crushers for road-makihg material. 

The company is already financed, and 
is filling orders for the machines 
which ‘are coming in from day to day.

IN MINING IN QLD MEXICO.|

: M EXICO CITY, Aug. 2%.—Califor- 


nia, Arizona, New Mexico and 

Texas are most prominent of the 
American states in Mexican mining 
operations, doubtless because of their 
proximity, and of these four California 
is by overwhélming odds the foremost. 
Texas is second, Arizona third and New 
Mexico fourth in evidence. Logically 
their most conspicuous activity is in 
the border states of Sonora and Chi- 
huahua. The probable reasons for Call- 
fornia’s being hopelessly in the lead 


are the exceeding wealth of the Golden] feet 
State and the fabulous fortunes Call- 


fornians have reaped from Mexican 
ventures. 

In running order for only a brief 
period, the mines and reduction works 
of the Sierra Pinto Mining Company 
of Los Angeles, at a point about 
twelve miles from San Jorges Bay on 
the California gulf coast of Sonora, 
are already scoring a production of 
about $13,500 per month, the ore aver- 
aging around $200 a ton. It is expected 
that in a short time the monthly out- 
put will advance to $30,000. The Los 
Angeles company bought the diggings, 
mill and San Jorges Bay & Eastern 
Railroad last year and has since ex- 
pended about $50,000 in improvements. 
Sixteen miles of railroad track have 
been relaid, a new 25-horse-power hoist 
and four drill compressors have been 
installed and a 400-foot trestle, that

NUGLY nestied in one of Southern 
California's most fertile valleys and | 
surrounded entirely with great gray 

mountain ranges lies Chino, a cluster 

of pretty homes. Buried in a wealth 
of old pepper and umbrella trees, the 
houses peep out here and there, be- 
apeaking, as it seems, the contented 
happiness. of the people who dwell!

States April 29, 1869. The country was

Generally. In 1881 Richard Gird pur- 
chased the rancho from the Lugo fam- 
iy, and from that time on small tracts

the forming. The introduction of a 
large $1,000,000 beet sugar factory in 
3691 served to show the public that 
Chino was destined to become a manu-

This shows a gain of $1462.32, 
or a 50 per cent. increase in the three 
years. 

The money orders issued during the 
last three years were 9250 domestic 
and 987 international. The total amount 
of money received for these money 
orders was $856,926.81. The total amount 
paid out on domestic and international 
money orders was $28.660.81. 

There are two rural mail routes in 
the Chino Valley, each of which are 
twenty-four and one-half miles in 
length. 

Real estate has never had a boom 
of any kind. At present there are 
two very well located subdivisions in 
the- northern part of the town, where 
residence lots may be purchased, with 
olled streets, sidewalks and curbing.

The Chino 
Lodge 377 of the Independent Order 
of Odd Fellows has its own hall and

About two and a half miles due 
south of Chino is the location of the 
Home Ranch. This is an eight-acre 
park, which was set apart as a resi- 
dence for the original purchasers of 
the Chino Rancho. There is an artis- 
tle adobe bulidi surrounded with 
an abundance of trees and shrubbery. 
Large lawns, tennis courts and fruit 
orchards complete the park. Through 
the beautiful gardens, the Chino 
Creek bubbles and winds its way, add- 
ing greatly to the enchantment of the 
place. The Home Ranch is not a 
public park. visitors are always 
made welcome. 

A large dam has just deen con- 
structed to hold 45,000,000 gallons of 
water. This will be used to irrigate 
from 8000 to 10,000 acres of lowland 
just east of the dam. Ip to the pres- 
ent time, this exceptionally fertile land 
has been useless owing to the lack of 
proper Irrigation, but the owners of 
the property believe that they have at 
last solved the problem. 

THE CHINO VALLEY. 

The Chino Valley is unquestionably 
one of the most fertile in the State. 
The northern portion has about 10,000 
acres, the soil of which is composed 
of a rich reddish 4 it overlying the 
original strata of vegetable mold. In 
the southern portion, the soll is a 
black sandy-loam, well supplied with 
a quantity of sub-surface water. The 
broad stretch of country has a general 
slope southward. Water can be found 
anywhere throughout the valley at a 


depth of from fifteen. to twenty feet. 
The further north one ilocat the 
deeper it is necessary to bore for 


water, but as one comes south the 
water gradually rises toward the 
surface, in the form of bogs and 
marshes, making it necessary to 
drain the land before it can be used 
for planting purposes. 

There are more than 125 artesian 
wells in the district. which have been 
flowing for a great length of time and 
none of these have ever failed. 

The reinfall in the Chino Valley 
averages fifteen inches a year. 

At an altitude of 728 feet above sea 
level the climatic conditions of Chino 
are nearly ideal. “Southern Califor- 
nia at its best,” is the motto of a 
local land company. Chino has on 
record an average of 200 fair days a 
year to its credit and crops grow the 
year round. 

The Chino Valley grows some of the 
best alfalfa to be found in this coun- 
try. About 8000 acres are given over 
to this crop alone. From six to eight 
crops a year are cut, averaging from 
ten to twelve tons to the acre. Beets 
are also extensively raised and prove 
profitable to the growers. In the low- 
lands, corn grows splendidly without 
the least irrigation. Potatoes and pea- 
nuts can be grown almost anywhere 
in the valley without frrigation. On 
the surrounding foothills acres upon 
acres of land are producing all kinds 
of grain. On one ranch of 1700 acfes 
lest season the owner stated that 20,- 
000 sacks of grain were reaped. 

Deciduous fruits grown in this val- 
ley are unexcelled for size and keeping 
qualitv. Arples, peaches and pears do 
well. 
fruits are grown without Imigation, as 
are also melons, beans and other vine 
plants. 

There are about 20 acres of citrus 
fruits grown in the valley. It has been 
noted that these fruits do best in the 
northern portions of the valley, as 
these lands have not such an abun- 
dance of subsurface water which Is 
found to be a detriment to the growth 
of citrus fruits. 

Small fruits and berries, Egyptian 
corn, all veretables and melons are 
raised in different sections with spien- 
did success, | 

Three miles straight west of Chino 
is the site of the Sierra Vista stock 
farm. It is established for the breed- 
ing of registered herees and mules. 
The visitor would find it well worth 


his time to visit the stables on this 


farm if he, is an admirer of horse 
flesh. There are some excellent speci- 


mens of saddle stalllons, light harness 


horses, Spanish Jacks and heavy 


French-Persian draughts, all imported 


stock. At the rear of the stables are 
seventy acres of alfalfa, which stretch 
off toward the hille like one vast clover 
lawn. The owners have a large 1280- 
acre tract of grain land on which all 
their own grain is raised. W. Eng- 
lish, the manager, stated that there 
is a large demand for well-bred horses 
all over the State and that he would 
encourage any other individual to en- 
ter into -this business in the Chino 

Valley. He also mentioned that the 
Chino farmers are desiring to be sup- 
piled with good cows, but that this 
farm was not in a position to fill the 
demand at this time. 

OPPORTUNITIES. 

Chino is primarily a manufacturing 
town and its resources are abundant 
for an indefinite increase of this line 
of business. The Puente Ol Company 
has a large refinery very close to the 
American Beet Sugar Company's 
plant, which can furnish fuel oll for 
any purpose very cheaply. Power can 
also be had at a moderate rate from 
the Southern Californie Edison Com- 
pany. Added to these advant the 
adundance of water which can had 
anywhere in the valley, and the splen- 
did railroad facilities give to the pros- 
manufacturing or fac- 

Be that could be 

$1,000,000 American beet sugar 
9 oul plant at Chino is the third 
largest of ite kind in the State. In 
this factory 800 tons of beets are daily 
converted into 2500 to 2600 sacks of 
white granulated sugar. In one day’s 
work’ twenty carloads of beets from 
the Huntington Beach district and 
the Santa Ana Valley are consumed 
while 300 tons more are gathered from 
the local ranchers around Chino, This 
plant was established in 1891 and has 
been in operation ever since. Among 
the latest achievements of the concern 
is the utilization of its waste products 
for the feeding of cattle. The beet 
pulp, after the sugar has been ex- 
tracted, is being sold to the farmers 
and is found to be an excellent food 
for sheep and cows. Some 4600 steers 
are fed on this pulp exclusively and 
are doing well. Another feed is being 
prepared this season by the 8 
of alfalfa meal and m 
a staple product and will — 
prove a source of revenue to the com- 
pany.. The factory opens about the 
middle of July of each year and closes

about the middle of November. Dur- 
ing this time about 300 men are em- 
ployed in the buildings. Besides the 
factory the company owns about 45,- 
000 acres of land in the Chino Valley. 
This land is planted out in Beets and 
300 men are kept in the field to culti- 
vate these. 

As there are large quantities of de- 


}ciduous fruits, tomatoes and like prod- 


ucts grown about Chino, and as there 
are many people in the valley who 
would be glad to cultivate these prod- 
ucts if they had a purpose, this loca- 
tion offers an exceptional opportunity 
for a canne 

Without exception all the business 
men of Chino advocate the introduction 
of a steam laundry. At present, all 
the laundry work is sent twice a week 
to Pomona. 

The residents believe a smal! ice com- 
pany and a gas plant would do a good 
business. A first-class hotel is a lux- 
ury Chino has not yet been able to 
boast of. Some of the inhabitants are

The one great enterprise which Ahe 
Chino business men and the farmers 
in the surrounding country have united 
upon to encourage in the community is 
and dairying. Years ago 
the Chino Valley was a great cattle 
country, but when hay became high 
the ranchers sold out and raised noth- 
ing but alfalfa. Today there is so 
much alfaifa that it never brings 
more than $10 a ton in summer, and 


Yirarely as high as $18 a ton in winter. 


Feed is cheap, hence the opportunity 
for the cattle rancher. Milk could be 
shipped on the evening train from 
. and reach Los Angeles the same 
ht. 
‘ith the cattle raising the creamery 
and the cheese factory would be essen- 
tial. The one creamery in Chino turns 


out 300 pounds of butter a day, while 


nearly 600 pounds are shipped into the 
town from outside cities. 

At the present time there is only one 
large poultry ranch in the Chino Val- 
ley. This is achieving exceptional re- 
There is plenty of good land 
for poultry raising and plenty of room 
for the introduction of the business on 
a large scale. 

It weld, indeed, be difficult to con- 
Servatively predict what Chino's fu- 
ture will be. The Chino Valley has 
many combined advantages which are 
rarely assembled in other places.

leaving Santa Clara, they became con- 


fused. Mistaking the trail, they en- 
tered San Fernando Valley by Simi 
Pass. Now completely they 


traversed Eagle Rock Valley and ford- 
ed the Arroyo Seco at Garvanza Jan- 

The records show that they 
had here crossed the 
Les Angeles River, and the mistake 
was not discovered until several years 
later. 

The elder Verdugo was retired as 
an invalid after service at San Diego. 
He is mentioned in Spanish verse as 
“The Retired Corporal of the San Di- 
ego Company,” also called by the 
Spaniards, La Zanja across the river 
four leagues from Los Angeles.“ 
José Marie Verdugo was corporal] of 
the guard at San Gabriel Mission 
most of the time from its founding 
until 1798. 

The Hacienda or patrimonial home 
of Verdugo occupied a sunny slope in 
the: western section of the great 
rancho. It is yet standing, and is one 
of the attractions in the Verdugo dis- 
trict, near the new Verdugo Park. Its 
present owner, J. A. Pirtle, has re- 
stored its original outlines and occu- 
pies it as a temporary home. 

The workings of time show a queer 
coincidence in events on this great 
holding. Simultaneously with the ar- 
rival of the trolley car in Eagle Rock, 
another line reached the very shadow 
of the old ranch home. Visitors at 
Verdugo Park will see the old adobe 
home of the famous Spanish grandee 
of long ago. Under the branches of 
a spreading oak tree nestles the tiny 


old house, filled with memories of de- 


parted honor and glory. 

Just 100 years from the time Verdugo 
set foot in Eagle Rock Valley, it passed 
into other hands. A court commis- 
sion; composed of B. S. Eaton and A. 
W. utton and James Landers, ap- 
portioned the land among his creditors 
to satisfy loans of money made to 

im with the lands for security. These 
creditors were Dreyfus, Baudry, Glas- 
sell, Chapman, Hamilton,. Ramirez, 
Sanchez and others. To Glassell feil 
the portion around Eagle Rock. 

According to law, the commission 
had to hold its meetings on the land, 
and each day it gathered to transact 
business, Verdugo would assume a 
military attitude and declaim in pur- 
est Spanish, with appropriate ges- 
tures:

SANTA ‘MARIA, Aug. 27.--About 
eight miles east of town operations 
en this week on the 8S. Ontiveros 
tract, and the Tepusquet will hence- 
forth be watched closely as the new 
company is drilling, or rather putting 
* rig up in readiness to drill, right 
im the heart of the new district. This 
organization is known as the Santa 
Maria Midway Oi! Company, having a 
twenty-year operative lease with a 


continueus tenure on the production 


Yielded therefrom. On the adjoining 
Tunnel section the Princess Oi] Com- 
pany is getting in readiness to put up 
a rig. ; | 

Both of these tracts We some six 
miles to the northeast of the famous 
Paimer gushers, midway between two 
well-defined anticlines. This new terri- 
tory appears particularly promising, 
not only because seepages, sands and 
shales are to be found throughout, but 
because there stems every reason to 
belitve that the oil of this district will 
Le much lighter in gravity than that 
mow found in Cat Cafion. It seems 
to be pretty well established that along 
the anticlines of Cafiada del Gato and 
that which runs northwést and south- 
east, between Garey and Tinequaio, 
the farther they run in the southerly 
Girection the heavier the product of 
the wells. This fact would seem to 
peint to the existence of a lighter ol! 
In the Bisquoc, 
just above Foxen €afion, are located 
the old asphalt mines, and one com- 
pany operating not far from there 
passed through a stratum of nearly 
40) feet of solid asphalt. This point is 
just beyond the extremity of the Cafia- 
da dei Gato anticline. 

The Kernal well was located along 
the southern extremity of the Tepus- 
quet anticline, which takes its rise 
near Fugler's Point. This company 
appears to have a particularly good 
showing. Unfortunately, a couple of 
bits were lost in the hole some months 
ago, and operations were tied up for 
many months. The original drilling 
crew fished for five montbs, unsuccess- 
fully. for these tools, 55 abandoned 
the job. A short time Ago the direc- 
tors called upon the services of Charles 
Maupin. a tocal driller, who. after 
eleven days’ work, succeeded in fish- 
me out one of the bits. He drilled 
by the other one and straightened the 
Noe, and at 1065 feet encountered a 
flow of sulphur water. Here, with 
favorable signs at hand, the company 
Suepended operations. Mr. Maupin, in 
conjunction with “Dug” Grainger, a 
eal drilier of high repute, will drill 
the well of the new Santa Maria Mid- 
way Company. , 

It is reported that a line connectin 
Makerefield with the coast, passin 
through the’Cuyama Valley, thence on 
and tnrough Santa Maria, is being 
projected by a well-known railroad 
An agent of the company 
was in Santa Maria this week looking 
over the ground locally and feeling 
out the attitude of the iocal residents. 
The line has already been surveyed to 
pas through a point farther north. 
but the railroad officials evidently 
think greater advantages would attend 
the putting of the road through Santa 
Maria and Cuyama territory. It is 
sald that the ultimate decision of the 
railroad people will depend greatly 
on the attitude of the residents of the 
Santa Maria Valley. It would seem 
unueval advantages would attend the 
putting line through here.

The company is building an 
ice plant, and electric light plant and 
three botler plants. 

Superintendent J. E. O'Donnell of 
the American Oilfields has been oblig- 
el to go to San Francisco to recuper- 
ate from the effects of inhaling gas 
from the company’s big gusher, and 
Mike O'Farrell, chief of the office staff, 
has just returned from a Los Angeles 
hospital where he was sent from a 
similar cause. 

It is expected that the first of the 
Independent Agency storage certifi- 
cates will be issued about September 
16, that the issue will cover 3,000,000 
barrels of oil, and that the certificates 
will be guaranteed for thirty-five 
cents per barrel by the Agency and 
the Unien Oil company. Each certifi- 
cate ‘will represent 3000 barrels of oil, 
and will have attached fifteen coupons, 
each representing 200 barrels. The 
coupons will: be redeemable one each’ 
mionth at the average price of oil for 
the preceeding month. The certificates 
will be good for loans at toe rate of 
eight per cent. 

J. E. Yancey, manager of the Pro- 
ducing & Refining Oil mpany. has 
returned from the East and says that 
he will soon start work on the com- 
any pipe line from the Midway and 
McKittrick fields to Ollport. Yancey 
is getting a good production in both 
these flelds, and is proving up a great 
territory on the North McKittrick 
front. He is getting ready to increase 
his drilling activity. 

A number of other large companies 
are preparing for new work in the 
near futuré, and the indications are 
that the fall and winter will see a 
great amount of development work 
despite the check caused by the with- 
drawal orders and resulting confusion 
over oil claim titles.

It is intimated that 
several other companies in the Kern 
field will do the same as the Over- 
land company did, lay off drillers as 
soon as the present wells are com- 
pleted and placed on the pump.

Dr. Dean stated that during the four 
months that are given for getting the 
bill into proper shape, before the con- 
vening of Congress, that all interests 
should be given an opportunity of 
Stating their objections or approvai. It 
may be necessary for all to concede a 
little to get a bill that will be gener- 
ally satisfactory; but when the re- 
sult of the work is presented in the 
finished form there will be no doubt 
of its passage, because all have agreed 
and there will be no opposition.

Iron and steel play a tremendous 
part in the mechanism of modern civ- 
ilization and gold is the measurer of 
the world’s values, but when all other 
things are weighed we must come 
back to the products of the soil as the 
essential requirement of mankind, the 
necessity without which it would be 
impossible to sustain life, the ultimate 
3 of the country’s prosper- 

‘Crops, crops, crops. Everything de- 
pends upon the crops. The soil is the 
mother of prosperity and the farmer 
is its nurse. When the crops are 
— the farmer has money to spend. 
and foreign countries send us money. 
When crops are poor the farmer bor- 
rows money instead of spending it 
and poverty stalks through the land. 
This is a banner year for the Amer- 
lean farmer. Hence the wave of 
prosperity that is beginning to roll in. 
How big a year it is for the farmer— 
and therefore for the rest of the coun- 
try—may be learned from the stag- 
gering figures which follow: 

Imagine a loaf of baker's bread just 
about three times as long as the ocean 
liner Mauretania, or 2160 feet 
exact, and overtopping 
New York's giant skyscraper, 
fifty-story Metropolitan building 
tower. 

To make such an enormous loaf as 
that more than seven hundred million 
bushels of wheat flour would be re- 
quired. And if you would like to 
form an idea of how much wheat flour 
that may be, picture in your imag- 
ination a flour barrel exactly twice 
the height of the Metropolitan tower 
and as broad and round in proportion 
as fl ur barrels usually are. 

Here is another way of looking at it: 
Seven hundred million bushels of 
wheat heaped up would make a pile 
nearly five times as big as the largest 
pyramid in Egypt. Or you could dig a. 
trench 141 miles long, 35 feet widé and 
35 feet deep, and that amount of wheat 
would just fill it. 

Columns _of figures aggregating bil- 
lions of bushels or billions of dollars 
rarely make interesting reading. But 
in a consideration of the enormo 

unprecedented value and bulk of 
the farm products of the United States 
this year it is the very hugeness of 
the figures that makes them 80 ro- 
mantic. 

And the gold! How it goes to one’s 
head to think of “dollar wheat!“ In 
the morning sun the great fields shim- 
mer with the glint of gold. The buzz 
of the reaper and the thresher is a good 
imitation of the click of golden eagles 
to the man behind the reaper. d s0, 
the sale of every wheat crop means 
that the gold will come throbbing out 
into the arteries of business, like the 
blood from the heart, and on its way 
back and forth nourish the whole body 
of the nation. 

Take a look at the wheatfield! Yel- 
low as gold with the sheen of the sea, 
billowing from sky line to sky line 
an ocean of yéllow nuggets! In Cali- 
fornia, in Oregon, in Washington, in 
Dakota, in the Canadian nort oat, 
one may ride all day on horsebac 
without a break 
in the flow of yellow heavy-headed 
grain—no fence lines, no w lands, 
no shade trees, no knobs and knolls 
and hills and hollows of grass or black 
earth to lend variety to the scene! One 
is literally, absolutely, really, in the 
midst of a sea of living gold. 

Wheat has been the staff of life of 
civilized man for forty centuries. Its 
roduction from the soll has always 

n one of the essential industries of 
the race. The transportation of wheat 
and flour constitutes the greatest item 
in the business of railroads. More peo- 
ple are supported by the tiny brown 

than by any other single element 
in the activities of man. 

For forty centuries the reaping hook 
and the cradle were the most success- 
ful harvesting implements known. 
Within the memory of men now living 
the first successful reaper was 
vented. In the early part of the nine 
teenth century several inventors at- 
tempted to perfect machines which 
would supplant the cradle and reap- 
ing hook, yet nothing practical was 
developed until 1831. After that time 
numberless machines were invented, 
some of them never having passed the 
experimental stage. Others -were pro- 
nounced successes from the start, and 
are now the modern self-binders, reap- 
ers and headers. 

The underlying principle of the ear- 
ly machines are the same as those 
used today, viz., the reciprocating 
sickle, reel and platform; the motive 
power was oxen or horses, hitched 
either to the side and front or behind 
in the manner of modern headers, 
and the grain forced to the sickle by 
the reel was cut and dropped to the 
platform. A man walked along the 
side of this platform and removed the 
grain with a hand rake as soon as 
enough accumulated for a gavel. Some 
of the machines were constructed 80 
the gavels were raked off behind in- 
stead of at the side of the platform. 

The great difficulty encountered by 
pioneer inventors was the sickle. 
Many different devices were tried, but 
nothing equaled the reciprocating 
knife. The first improvement of prac- 
tical merit was a seat for the man 
who raked the grain off the platform, 
and several years later the self-rake 
was added. This feature was a long 
step toward the reaper of today, en- 
abling one man to drive and operate 
the machine. The reel was equipped 
with a rake in such a manner that it 
swept the grain off the platform with 
every revolution of the drive wheel. 
The latter improvement was the equip- 
ment of the reel with rakes, so timed 
that every rake would discharge a 
bundle. 

The beginning of the harvester which 
preceded the modern binder dates back 
to about 1855. when experiments were

the poor construction of the ma- 
chines themselves. A prejudice against 
harvesting machines existed because 
t was generally believed the machine 
in the end might reduce the demand 
for labor at harvest time. 

In some localities trials were ar- 
ranged, and men who could bind alone 
exhibited their ability; even farmers’ 
daughters — had acquired a knowl- 
edge of binding handled the machines 
to show the men what could be done. 
In this way the machines gained pop- 
ularity. Harvesters of this type were 
used until 1877, when the automatic 
wire binder was substituted. 

A few years later the twine binder 
superseded the wire-tying 1 
and improvements have deen add 

m time to time, until now the mod- 
ern self-binder is a marvel of simplic- 
ity and effectiveness. 

m the firat experiment with the 
reaper, about the beginning of the 
nineteenth century, until 1890, wood 
was used largely in the construction 
of machines. At this time iron and 
steel began to replace wood, and are 
now used to such an extent that the 
modern binder is essentially a struc- 
ture of iron and steel. 

Economists have estimated that the 
invention of the reaper moved civiliza- 
tion westward at the rate of thirty 
miles a year. Seventy-five years ago 
the inhabited part of this country was 
mainly confined to a few thinly set- 
tled States on or near the Atlantic 
Coast. Farmers eked out an existence 
by crude methods on their small and 
unproductive farms. The amount of 
grain a man could raise depended on 
how much he could harvest. He sowed 
es much in one day, broadcast, by 
hand, as he in the entire har- 
vest. He did his threshing on the barn 
floor with a flail during the winter. 
Crude mills ground out the meal for 
the frugal 

What a ang 
reaper! It was gradual, yet sure. 
When the sturdy sons of agriculture 
began to realize that they could in- 
crease the profits of their labors, then 
was the beginning of our great N age 
perity. More ground was needed, so 
the grain grower could have larger 
flelds to harvest. The reaper enabled 
him to cut and bind so much more 
grain during the harvest season that 
the eastern farms were too small. 
Men began to push westward, and, 
hearing of the fertile prairies of the 
Middle West, they emigrated, taking 
with them their precious 8 

Railroads were smal! and limited to 
a few miles of eastern territory—their 
principal business was carrying people. 
It was not until farmers began to 
grow a surplus of grain that these gi- 
gantic traffic organizations began to 
develop. When the necessity 
means of quicker transportation arose 
the railroads grew. 

Some of the roads out of Chicago to 
the Pacific Coast were built on the 
vast plains of ip soil that had 

been trodden by civilized man 
spikes holding the rails were 
driven in the ties. The builders of the 
railroads knew the unlimited resources 
of this great expanse of territory, yet 
they never would have lifted a hand 
or driven a spike to open this grain- 
growing paradise but for the reason 
that they knew farmers were equipped 
with machines that would enable them 
to till the soil on an extensive basis 
and in this way give them traffic. Had 
the reaper never been invented, it is 
conjectured whether or not railroads 
would ever have become the power 
they are. 

The ever- 8 demand for 

rs caused manufacturing plants 
to spring up everywhere, and they re- 
quired iron and wood which must be 
taken from mine and forest and made 
into material for machines. 
turn necessitated foundries, sawmills 
and facilities for shipping both the raw 
materials and the finished products. 

American agriculture has developed 
into a science within the last half- 
century. American farmers are em- 
ploying capital as well as energy and 
active enterprise in their business. 
Systematic practices prevail, provisions 
are made f rotation of crops, and 
other signs of a growing wisdom and 
thoughtfulness are apparent every- 
where. During the last century the 
progress of agriculture was profoundly 
advanced by several great general 
causes: | 

The rapid opening to settlement of 
vast areas of fertile and cheap lands 
offered by the government and the 
great railroads. 

The application of science to the im- 
provement of farming methods. 

The marvelous changes wrought in 
transportation through the use of 
steam power on land and sea. 

The development of the automobile, 
made possible through the gasoline en- 


e. 

The establishment of ‘experiment 
stations where scientific and prac- 
tical investigations are carried on for 
the advancement of agriculture, for 
the investigation of the enemies and 
diseases of plants and animals, and 
the dissemination of information on 
the theory and practice of agriculture. 

The farmers of this country raised 
enough corn last year to pay for the 
Panama Canal and build fifty battle- 
ships. They produced more wheat 
than the farmers of any other country 
— 785,049,000 bushels out of an esti- 
mated total for the world of 3,200,000,- 
020 bushels. They produced more oats 
than any other country —_ 940,000,000 
bushels, out of an estimated total of 
3. 750,000. 000 bushels. 

American farmers will produce more 
cotton this year than all the other 
countries of the world combined—13,- 
000,000 out of 20,000,000 bales; and we 
shall export more cotton than all the 
rest of the world—3,600,000 out of an 
estimated 13,000,000 bales. 

We are producing this year more 
tobacco than any other country—an 
estimated 690,000,000 out of 2,240,000,000 
pounds. We shall produce more flax- 
seed than any other country-—26,000,000 
out of 87,000,000 bushels. We shall pro- 
duce more hops than any other country 
—{,7.000,000 out of 211,000,000 pounds, es- 
timated. 

London has no elevators, and never 
has had, although it buys more wheat 
than any other city. Neither are there 
elevators of any importance in, Paris, 
Berlin or Antwerp. Rotterdam has one 
elevator only and of moderate size. 
Neither Odessa nor Sulina has any 
large proportions, for the reason that 
in Odessa the labor unions have an 
unconquerable prejudice against ele- 
vators, and in Sulina the grain is held 
only a short time and then forwarded. 
Whatever wheat arrives at these cities 
is .either hurried to the mill or re- 
shipped. Wheat is too precious in 
Europe to be stored. 

According to the figures of the last 
census, the capital invested in agri- 
culture in the United States was 
twenty billions. By the last report of 
the Agricultural Department the 
products of the farm yielded a grand 
total of seven billions. Compare these 
figures with the billion-dollar steel 
trust, over which the whole world went 
daffy a few years ago, and the magni- 
tude of the growing greatness of agri- 
cultural interests in America becomes

When the 
three-year agreement expired the last 
of May the Council was advised by 
the California Metal Trades Associa- 
tion that unless the eight-hour day 
was secured among the iron trades in 
Los Angeles and the Northwest, the 
California Metal Trades Association 
would refuse to concede the eight-hour 
day to the iron workers in San Fran- 
cisco, To avoid trouble the, associa- 
tion, however, agreed to sign a con- 
tract with the [ron Trades Council 
for the month of June, providing for 
the eight-hour day, meanwhile the 
council promises to get busy along the 
Pac Coast in an effort to secure 
the eight-hour day among the iron 
workers, in order to gain the desired 
conditions in San Francisco. 

When the first of July arrived and 
the universal eight-hour day on the 
Pacific Coast was still an illusion, the 
Iron Trades Council again went before 
the California Metal Trades Associa- 
tion and asked for a renewal of the 
monthly agreement, intimating that it 
would be only a short time when the 
fight in Los Angeles and the North- 
be won by the unionists. 
Association gave the Iron Trades

FRANKLIN SQUADRON CLIMBS, 


Twenty Cars Make Partial Ascent of 
Mount Hood, Oregon, and Two. 
Records Are Broken. 

A squadron of twenty air-cooled 
Franktin automobiles, carrying 125 per- 
sons, recently made an ascent to the 
government camp on Mt. Hood, Oregon: 
The start was made from Portland, the 
round trip being a distance of 118 
miles, The highest altitude attained by 
the cars was 3876 feet. 

Accompanying the automobiles was 
a one-ton Franklin ‘truck of eighteen 
herse. power, the first truck which ever 
made the climb to the government 
camp. It carried 2600 pounds of freight 
and stayed with the otner cars All the 
way. The climb had been attempted. 
before with trucks, but none of them 
had succeeded in reaching the camp. 

The climb was made partly as a gas- 
oline economy test by several owners of 
Franklin cars in Portland. G. L. Camp- 
bell, a. member of the party, drove his 
six-cylinder forty-eignt horse power 
touring car, carrying seven pass ers, 


six gallons of gasoline and an eight- 
een horse power machine covered thé 
— miles on six and one-quarter gal- 


“The last ten miles of the run was 
through sand, with an ascent of about 
2000 feet. Tne turns are sharp and the

Over the sameé route this year the 
Franklin was practically a scout. as 
last spring one of the scars of that 
name was the first to make the run 
after the snow melted and the roa be- 
came passable.

Dogs in the French Army. 
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From a Staff Correspondent. 
ARIS, Aug. 1.—Military men in France at present 
are busy discussing the wonderful feats performed 
by the trained Red Cross dogs at the general trials 
that are taking place periodically this summer. 

Germany, as in everything else pertaining to war, 
was the first nation in recent times to introduce dogs 
as a regular part of the military establishment. That 
was about two years ago. France quickly grasping the 
fact that these trained dogs would facilitate greatly the 
quick aid necessary for wounded soldiers, adopted the 
example set by Gerfmany with results that have gone 
far beyond the expectations of even the most sanguine. 
Dr. Deriand, who is in charge of the experiment, is 
most enthusiastic. Few people realize, he says, what

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backwoods. Baluchistan is largely a desert, with fer- 
tile valleys of date palms and with camels and cara- 
vans. Its people are mostly Arabs or-of Arab ancestry. 
They are more like Persians and Turks than the gentle, 
servile inhabitants of Bengal. They do not recognize 
caste, and they are chiefly Mohammedans. 

Not unlike them are the Afghans, who, though not a 
part of East India, live on its outskirts. There are 
about 10,000,000 of them. They claim to be descended 
from one of the lost tribes of Israel, and their genea- 
logical trees are rooted in both Solomon and David. 
The Afghans have a rich country, which is said to be 
filled with mineral wealth, but as yet is not prospected. 
They are a nation of horsemen, and send hundreds of 
horses down here to Delhi and to other parts of India 
each year. 


Afghanistan has a half-dozen or more good-sized 
cities, and some of them are great trading centers. It 
has two capitals—Kabul, in the east, and Herat, in the 
west. It is ruled by the amir, who lives at Kabul, and 
who holds close relations to the government of India. 
He gets something Uke $700,000 per year in the way of 
subsidies from the British, and his treaties with them 
provide that he shall have no relations with any other 


| power except the empire of India. 


At Calcutta I visited the foreign office and found that 
a large part of that bureau was devoted to Afghan- 
istan, Persia and the other countries which verge upon 
India. ‘ 


Among the Afghans. 


I was told that Afghanistan is practically closed to 


foreigners as far as trade is concerned, and that it is 
not safe to travel through it without a special permit 
from the amir. 

There are no railroads. The only highways are 
trails for horses and camels, although wagon roads are 
now being made from the chief towns to the Russian, 
Persian and Indian frontiers. Railroads are talked of, 
and in time they may come. The railways from Delhi, 
where this letter is written, extend northward through 
Lahore to Peshawar, not far from the Afghan frontier. 
There is also a road which goes through a pass in the 
mountains to Quetta, in Beluchistan, and another which 
has been tunneled under the Khojak Pass to the Af-

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of battle, where after a skirmish, they will have strap- 
ped on them stimulants, etc., to revive fallen soldiers 
who otherwise might escape the attention of the medi- 
cal corps. 

“The dogs are trained in two different ways. One 
set is taught never to bark when a wounded soldier is 
discovered for fear. of exciting the sick or drawing the 
attention of an enemy who might slaughter even the 
the fallen. The dog will wrestle and pull until he gets 
the soldier's cap in his mouth. Then he rushes back 
to the camp, giving up his capture as a sign that a 
soldier in distress has been found. Another set, how- 
ever, gives the alarm by short but regular howls, 
sounds which guide the medical corps to the spot where 
the wounded lie. 27 

“In maneuvers the ‘wounded’ soldier hides in tall 
grass or deep down in a ravine far from the temporary 
camp. One of the dogs is brought out for the test of 
finding him. He sniffs the air, listens to the wind and 
then suddenly he goes forward, first this way and then 
that, swinging from side to side like an unsteady ship 
at sea, nostrils quivering and eyes dilated. After a 
momentary hesitation he is off, and after a short wait 
the astute little animal is seen afar off bearing the red 
cap in his mouth. He singles out the doctor and places 
the cap at his feet. The doctor attaches a leash to 
him and the dog leads him to the hidden man. 

“The dogs are taught never to scent out the dead. It 
is their duty to find the living, but if a soldier is able 
to stand erect, no amount of coaxing will bring the 
dog within reach for the purpose of securing the liquor 
that may be strapped on him. The soldier must lie 
flat on the ground, to all appearances unable to rise, be- 
fore the dog will pay any attention to him.” : 

Military writers recall the fact that war dogs were 
used in remote times, but instead of acting as “nurses” 
they were enlisted as fighters. In the chronicles of 
Pliny one learns of the dogs used in war three centu- 
ries before Christ. The Cimbrians and Teutons pos- 
sessed trained dogs whose ferocity was dreaded even 
by the Roman invaders. 

It is a modern innovation to train dogs to assist the 
wounded. France at present has over thirty of these 
Red Cross dogs which are thoroughly efficient in their 
work, but it is expected that within the next three 


years there will be over 3000 competently-trained dogs

The new national park is bounded on 
the international boundary line, on the west by 
north fork of the Flathead River, on the south by 
Great Northern right of way, and on the east by 
Blackfoot Indian reservation. 

This great park includes as inspiring a 


the foot of them steep, long timber-covered rides 
reach out toward the valley of the Flathead 
River. Between these ridges and extending up the 
cafions of the higher ridge are many miles of lakes, 


joined by rushing streams similar to those on the east- 


ern side 


Within the new park is to be some of the most 
impressive scenery in the world, hundreds of mountain 
peaks, many of them unnamed, unexplored, and un- 
climbed; scores of lakes in the mountain valleys, many 
of them miles in extent, thousands of feet deep and 


teeming with trout; an uncounted multitude of streams 


that feed innumerable plunging cascades in some in- 
stances 1000 feet high. Mount Cleveland, the highest 
peak, reaches an elevation of 10,434 feet above the sea. 


In sharp contrast to the plains rise the mountains, 
which seen from the distance, present a rock wall of 
great height, extending apparently unbroken for miles. 
This, the eastern face of the range, is actually cut by 
long, deep U-shaped cafions, largely formed by the 
great glaciers which once flowed from the mighty 
snow-covered peaks and ridges forming the divide be- 
tween the waters of the Atlantic and Pacific oceans. 
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to be found in the United States. Verdant meadows, 
knee-deep in pasturage and brightened with many wild 
flowers, merge into primeval forests of giant spruce 
and mountain pine, thinning into smaller growths as 
the altitude increases, finally reaching the timber line, 


to be succeeded by bare glistening rocks of wonderful 


coloring and glacier-laden mountainsides. Deep gorges 
and stupendous U-shaped cafions, smoothed and soft- 
ened by the vast ancient glaciers of the ice age, grid- 
iron the region, while beautiful lakes nestle in the 
troughs and hollows cut out by the slow-moving ice 
masses of prehistoric eras. The territory embraces 
1400 square miles, with approximately equal areas on 


the east and west of the summit of the main range of 


the Rocky Mountains. The park includes sixty gla- 
elers and 250 lakes. 


Glacier Park contains probably the greatest collec- 
tion of glaciers outside of the Arctic circle. Here win- 
ter sits in perpetual lease upon the flanks of many a 
precipitous mountain, the sheer walls and cliffs of 
which tower into the sky thousands of feet assuming 
all manner of weird and fantastic shapes. Miles and 
miles of blue shimmering ice greet the eye, like a fro- 
zen sea. the crystaling masses shattering and spark- 
ling like myriads of diamonds in the sunlight as the 
glacial bulk goes crashing down thousands of feet into 
abysses of dizzy depths. Masses of ice are continually 
slipping over the precipices. 

The cafions usually terminate in great amphitheaters, 
rising cliff above cliff in stairways of tremendous pro- 
portions, many steps of which retain an ice mass slowly 
flowing across it, each fed from a large ke field above, 
until a region of huge snow banks is reached. To the 
westward the mountains reak precipitously. and from 
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The whole region 1s inhabited by wild animals. The 
streams and lakes abound in fish. In the higher barren 
rock areas the white goat is found in great numbers, 
while on the slightly lower ridges, where some protec- 
tion is offered by stunted timber growth, and rocky 
slopes, the big-horn Rocky Mountain sheep has his 
haunts. In the valleys and on the lower spurs are 
many deer and moose; in places a few elk are found, 
and over the whole area, from high glacier and snow 
field to huckleberry bush of valley and flat, the grizzly 
roams. All the game animals use the high mountain 
districts for summer range only, as the area is too 
high and the snowfall too heavy to permit of winter 
use. The park also affords rare hunting for the big 
bald eagle which thrives wonderfully in this mountain 
wilderness. 

The present nearest gateway to Glacier National Park 
is Midvale, Mont,, 734 miles east of Portland, Or., and 
1119 miles west of St. Paul, Minn. Midvale is located 
east of the continental divide and offers easy access 
to the St. Mary’s Lake district, which is on the west- 
erly side of the divide, and is south of the Lake Me- 
Donald country. | 

The Great Northern Railway wili soon start con- 
struction of a road, extending for thirty-five. miles 
north of Midvale, which will afford quick access to the 
park. President Louis W. Hill says that other plans 
are under consideration by the Great Northern for the 
development of the region which will help to make it 
one of the most attractive playgrounds of the nation, 
if not of the world. 5

or an old one, a very angry bird swooped down out of 
a tree, nearly into my face, uttering harsh cries as she 
flew. She reminded me of the little terns at the beach, 
which fly directly at intruders, swerving just in time to 
escape hitting one. This hawk, for such it was, though 
of what species I know not, was very much larger than 
the little terns, and so unsociable that I left her to feed 
her nestlings, for there were young in the nest, I dis- 
covered later. | | 


Down below this trail in a little canon through which 
a clear stream ran, I found a pair of Hammond fiy 
catchers feeding a nest full of young. These are very 
small, dull-colored birds, who are migrants only in the 
valley. Their call was a “see-rip,” which they kept up 
as they went about their feeding. The nest was placed 
in the crotch of an alder tree that grew by the water, 


and was about twenty feet from the ground. This 


crotch was formed by a short dead limb growing from 
the trunk of the tree. There were no leaves to ob- 
struct our view, and we watched over three hours, in 
which time the young were fed sixty-three times. 
Often the food was a good-sized member of the moth 
family, or other large winged insect. I was amused at 
one friend who went with me to watch this nest. She 
was entirely ignorant of the amount that birds feed 
their young, and her amazement grew as the birds 
continued to come to the nest 
utes with food. For her it-was a practical lesson 
bird economics, and I know she will vouch 
value of these little fly catchers.

The day we came up on the stage we heard the 
quisite song of the russet-backed thrush, and later 
hunted up his retreat. It was among the trees and un- 
derbrush beside a stream. A bank of white sand, which 
the river had brought in when it was high, made an ex- 
cellent seat for us, and here we hobnobbed with these 
true aristocrats of the bird world. These birds are of 
a curious disposition, and by imitating their call note, 
we easily brought them about us, where they sang un- 
mindful of us. | ; 


We saw no mocking-birds in our mountain camp. 
They are birds of the valley, preferring the intimacy 
of human companionship. There were, nevertheless, 
many of our common birds about. The California tow- 
hee came into our dining-room (which consisted of a 
table under a tree,) in search of crumbs in the same 
friendly way that they try to do at home. Spurred 
towhees were abundant on all the mountain trails; 
black phoebes built mud nests against the rocks in lieu 
of house gables, though one I found under the hotel 
roof at Cold Brook Camp. Both of our orioles were up 
there. The gorgeous hooded bird, who builds commonly 
under the fan-palm leaf seemed a little out of place so 
far from his favorite building trees, but I suppose he 
knew his own business. There were, also, a few black- 
headed grosbeaks, though not so abundant as farther 
down. I found the phainopeplas nesting in a sycamore 
tree, but there were many pairs of these birds about. 
The wood pewee kept up his plaintive call near our 
tent. We found a young one clinging to a weed. The 
next day it was in a tree hanging to a little twig for 
dear life and calling constantly for food, which the old 
bird fed to it on the wing. I saw only one swallov,

although I was told they were to be found at Pino 


Flats, some eleven miles higher up. This bird thr* I 
saw was not the common cliff swallow, but just what 
it was I could not determine in the few minute: I saw

They were drab birds with yel- 
lowish breasts and black faces, which give them the 
oddest appearance. The black patch starts above the

There were als, the willow and 
Arkansas goldfinches,. happy-go-lucky little fellows. 
The much-despised linnets were there, though not in 
great abundance, and there being no fruit for them to 
eat, thereby bringing vengeance down upon them, they 
were not looked upon with disfavor. Their cousin, the 
purple finch, was also there, and I enjoyed his song 
and bright plumage. The purple finch, who is not 
purple at all, but much the color of the linnet, is a 
migrant only in Los Angeles and vicinity. Once I 
heard a Pasadena thrasher in the underbrush, but they 
were not at all abundant in this higher altitude. There 
were many western gnat catchers flitting about in the 
big trees near our tent. There were also small vireos 
and summer warblers, both so tiny among the tall 
trees that it was maddening to attempt to more than 
catch fleeting glimpses of them. There were humming- 
birds galore. 

We neither saw nor heard valley or mountain quail, 
though | was told that both were to be found in the 
cafion, but were by no means common. 


During my stay, although there were myriads of 
birds, I saw less than fourth species. However, there 
were without doubt many others which I, during the 
short time, did not come across. Altogether, as I look 
back upon it, I feel that the trip was a most profitable 
one, one that I can recommend to the nature and bird 
lover. 
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Prisoners in Paris. 
>; AMERICANS WHO DON’T ENGAGE ; 
PassaGe. 
From a Staff Correspondent, 
ARIS, Aug. 5.—It will come as a surprise to many 
Americans to hear that every year a few of their 
compatriots are actually prisoners in Paris and 
London. There are two classes of prisoners, the wil- 
ling and the unwilling; neither is to be envied, even 
though confined in a city of pleasure. 
There is no doubt that the number of Americans 
touring in Europe is greater this year than ever before. 


can realize the magnitude of the invasion when up to 
the present over 75,000 Americans alone have attended 
the Passion Play at Oberammergau. Furthermore one 
must take into consideration the thousands of Ameri- 
cans who couldn't see the Passion Play even if they 
wanted to, and merely because so many do attend. Ev- 
ery returning steamer now is crowded to gunwales, 
and consequently the number of stranded Americans 
is bigger than ever. Of those who become prisoners, 
the unwilling are the tourists who from negligence 
have failed to engage return passage on the boats. 
Owing to the general exodus of tourists in the autumn 
the steamship companies are unable to accommodate 
these people who have trusted to luck to get tickets 
at the last moment. Then the money that was set 
aside for their passage goes to pay for their “prison 
fare” and for begging cables to friends at home. 


Occasionally one of these unwilling prisoners degen- 
erates into one of the willing prisoners. Hopelessly 
stranded, the latter make desperate attempts to earn 


to the most Parisian of foreigners. On the boulevards 
you frequently are accosted by an American who either 
sells questionable picture cards, offers to show you 
what you shouldn’t see, or asks you for money that 
you probably haven't got. 

In fact, the begging American is now an institution 
in Paris. He hails from the same town that you do; 
he knows of your father; perhaps he once worked on 
the staff of the leading daily. To the initiated there 


don’t know, that, as you tell him, “will be interested in 
his case; of course, the name you give should be that 
of an artist who is starving and who has a sense of 
humor—and there are plenty of them. 

Though the willing prisoners are on the increase, it 
is a fact, on the other hand, that this: year compara- 
tively few Americans have been stranded in Paris 
through falling to engage their return passage, al- 
though of course the actual number is a record. Nowa- 
days, not only do Americans pay their European hotel 
bills, railroad fares, and steamer tickets before leav- 
ing New York, but their expenses are figured so closely 
that they arrive in New York with scarcely uptown 
car fare in their pockets. 7

And yet the 
passing of the old Indian marked the “Finis” of a long, 
tragic story, involving in its plot the lives of 
old-timers of Arizona whose gravestones only too often 
stand for mere commas on this page of time. 
Geronimo appealed to President Roosevelt to be re- 
turned to San Carlos Reservation in Arizona, that he 
might pass his last days at home. This request the 
President very wisely refused, answering that Geron- 
imo had been a very bad man, and was not deserving 
of this consideration. To many this may have seemed 
hard treatment, but we of the Southwest breathed a 
sigh of relief when we heard that the Chiricahua 
Apaches would not be returned to their old haunts. 
The ever-present dread of the skulking Apache, his 
pitiless attacks on man, woman and child alike, and 
the horrible mutilations of his victims, all had but 
added to our hatred of the Indian. He was our en- 
emy, and we let him know it whenever and wherever 
occasion offered. We knew him to be 
to meet us on anything like an even footing, and yet 
by that self-same cowardice he spread a feeling of un- 
easiness and constant dread everywhere. 


He would appear at break of day or at dusk of an 
evening, pick off his victim from behind some bugh or 


tree at close range without himself being seen, disfig- 


ure the body in some horrible way, and disappear with 
hardly a trace left to show which way he had gone. 
For he was clever in his line almost beyond belief. His 
knowledge of woodcraft, his wonderful endurance (he 
has been known to make his seventy-five miles afoot 
in twelve hours,) his keen eye and almost super- 
human instinct in trailing—these attributes, with his 
thorough familiarity with every inch of the country 
made Geronimo with his little band the terror of 
Southern Arizona and New Mexico. :

Other In- 
dians, the Comanches of Texas, the Sioux, Nez .Perces 
and other tribes of the North, that had figured as hos- 
tiles, had met the troops in the open and in their bra- 
very and skill as fighters had proved themselves wor- 
thy foes. But the Apache was to be found nowhere; he 
was ever on the move. If the troops got on the trail 
of a band of hostiles and managed to crowd them 
close, they would take to the rough mountains and 


Scatter like a lot of quail, each for himself. 


The Apache is essentially a foot Indian, and al- 
though he would steal horses and ride, yet when hotly 
pursued, he always abandoned his stock and took it 
afoot. 

We cowboys were by no means personally afraid to 
meet the Apache face to face. There was nothing in 
this small man of the desert to appall us. We had. 
often met him as a government scout, and most of us 


personally knew the noted Apache scout “Dutchy,” who 


later went on the warpath with Geronimo. And we all 
remembered Tom Horn, the cowboy employed by 
“Uncle Sam” as chief of a company of Indian scouts, 
who could outrun, outshoot and beat the Indians at 
any game they could propose. 

And so when these same Indians turned and be- 
came hostiles, we did not fear them from their per- 
sonal bravery, for they were cowards at heart, but 
this same cowardice led the Apache to creep onto his 
victim unawares and shoot him from close range with- 
out a moment’s warning. Few, if any, of their victims 
ever had the slightest chance for self-defence or even 
knew from whence their death shot came. It was this 
snake in the grass that we feared. For the Apache 
has the knack of making himself a part of the land- 


Scape, hiding behind the smallest semblance of bush 


or rock so as to escape all observation even of the 
keen-eyed cowboy, and as to trailing and thus locating 
his victim, as an old hunter once put it, he could trail 
a jay bird across a rock. 333

To us cowboys good grass meant fat horses and cat- 


tle, and that meant lots of hard work for horses and 


men, and we rejoiced. Give a cowboy a worn-out sad- 
dle horse and half-starved cattle to work, and he is a 
cross-grained and dejected mortal, but put him on a 
fai, lively mount and, with fat, sleek cattle to handle, 
he is the top notch of good nature and hard work. 

And so we rolled off our horses this September eve 
at peace with all the world. We had put in a long, 
hard day gathering up our scattered herd of saddle 
horses from off the range and putting them in the pas- 
ture at “High Loffesome,” for on the morrow we were 
to commence the fall “round-up” of cattle, and that 
meant a good two months of hard riding, and for this 
work every cowboy would need a string of seven or 
eight good saddle horses for his mount, for we de- 
pended solely on the wild grasses for forage for our 
stock.

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SOME OBSERVATIONS ON LIFE 
THE ARID LAND.

* HY do you choose to live in the desert coun- 
W try?” “Oh, it is home to us—we would not 
be contented elsewhere.” Many times in the 
course of a year one hears this conversation, in sub- 
stance, in the desert country. To a stranger, especially 
the ubiquitous eastern tourist, fresh from the green- 
clad hills of the States, this question is almost in- 
variably a sad puzzle during the first few weeks of his 
sojourn. A country that is “too poor to grow grass 
and too hot for flies” is sufficiently doomed for the 
ordinary tourist whose interests lie beyond the Mis- 
sissippi and whose study of the West is merely casual. 
When he puts his query to a permanent resident to 
receive some such reply as the foregoing, he shakes 
his head sadly and goes away nonplussed. If he 
chances to stay long enough to get acclimated, he may 
receive a second surprise at the celerity with w 
one’s viewpoint may change. 
For the desert country is inhabited by people who 
live there through choice. Thousands came originally 
for health reasons, but when health was regained, they 
have stayed on as permanent residents. In any town 
in the Southwest one can find repeated instances of 
families who came west with some member in declin- 


ring health, expecting to stay temporarily, who have 


chosen the desert as their permanent homes and to 
whom “back East” is now only a memory. 

Most persons who have viewed the desert country 
from a car window would hardly subscribe to its de- 
scription as “a land of contrasts.” To them it is an 
uninviting stretch of stricken hills and plains of deadly 
monotonous aspect. One cannot be blamed in passing 
through sun-blistered valleys, tortured by dust and 
heat, if he fails to take cognizance of the fact that 
probably within ten miles trout leap in the mountain 
streams and pine-shaded cafions offer a cool respite. 

The traveler is introduced into the desert country on 
the east through the cattle ranches of the Pan Handle. 


Within a half-day’s travel he is in the artesian belt 


of the Pecos Valley, where vast orchards and alfalfa 
fields nurtured by the living wells flourish. On the 
north by way of Raton Tunnel, he is at once in the coal 
fields of Dawson. In the Rio Grande Valley he sees 
the native Mexican farmers, the quaint villages of the 
Pueblo Indians, and the miodern city of Albuquerque 
in immediate proximity. West from Albuquerque he 
passes the lumbering districts of Ketner and Flagstaff 
to the south and skirts the vast expanse of the In- 
dian country” to the north. At Kingman and Pres- 
cott he is in the mining belt, the land of pick and 
shovel, the prospector and promoter. At Jerome he 
may see a giant smelter built high against a mountain- 
side, supporting a thriving town the streets of which 
are so precipitous that groceries are delivered on horse- 
back. At Phoenix the rugged scenery is changed to 
miles of smiling fields of alfalfa and orange groves. 
The San Juan country of the north is famed for its 
apples and the mining districts of Globe, Bisbee and 
Douglas for their record-breaking outputs of copper. 
A marked characteristic of all desert towns is their 
cosmopolitan population. Nowhere in the States, un- 
less it be California, will one find a populace so di- 
versified. In the West one thinks little of drawing his 
associates from every section of the East and South, 
but in the Territories it seems every corner of the 
globe has contributed its quota. Everywhere one goes, 
whether it be Phoenix or El Paso, or far from the cities 
on the great mesas, it is a rare community that does 
not boast among its number the colloguially known 


} “Frenchy,” Turk.“ “Big Swede,” Russ,“ or “Dutch.” 


These with the smattering of odd colors given by the 
picturesque Indians and Mexicans, make the life one 
of varied aspect and interest. 


Inhabitants of the desert country do not deny there 
is justification for the question: Why should one 
choose to live here in preference to other apparently 
more favored sections? That the country has numer- 
ous handicaps to the full enjoyment of modern life as 
compared with other sections is acknowledged. Few 
desert towns enjoy the privileges of high-class plays. 
An opera is necessarily a rarity, and prominent lec- 
turers and similar entertainments are seldom obtain- 
able. The long distances between points and the dis- 
comforts of desert travel make frequent outside trips 
undesirable. Some towns are handicapped by lack of 
modern improvements and limited markets. In some 
sections the summers are very hot. 

But after all thi® has been said, there are the com- 
pensations to be considered.. It is not to minimize its 
drawbacks, but rather in spite of them that the people 
of the desert urge its claims as a land of homes. One 
need live in the Southwest but a comparatively short 
time to realize the diversity of our natural resources 
and the wisdom of Providence in their distribution. 
The tenderfoot ie prone to minimize unduly any land 
which ts not agricultural, but the “old timer” reserves 


his opinion, for he has learned that there are few sec- 


tions even in the desert which do not offer some means 
of profitable livelihood. Where irrigation is impossible 
there may be mines or lumber or grazing. Many towns 
thrive largely through supplying other more remote 
communities with wholesale supplies. 

Though many persons assume from casual obser- 
vation that the desert country is a land of much pov- 
erty and little profitable business, the fact is that the 
reverse is true. In no section is the business outlook 
better assured and credits more stable. An examina- 


tion of the mercantile-agency rating books will show 


thousands of prosperous business men, and the amount 
of capital shown to be backing some of these out-of-

and adjacent towns owe their competence to earlier 


years spent in these unprepossessing ‘dobe towns. | 
Every tourist who visits the town of Flagstaff car- 


ries away an impression of pine-shaded streets and 
towering mountains, but the memory which remains 


with him longest is of a wholesale and retail business 


institution occupying an immense building covering 
nearly a block—an establishment worthy of a city of 
100,000 set in a town of 5000. The answer to his natu- 
ral query is one word—sheep. Scattered over the 
leagues of parched hills and cactus-studded mesas are 
the hundreds of wool-bearing flocks which are the chief 
support of this institution. The apparently hopeless 
stretch of desert which the tourist views from his car 
window with a shudder is in its own way building its 
towns and fortunes. If one has ever spent a week in 
the sheep country during the fall shipments of wool 
when bulging wagon trains from the hundreds of scat- 
tered ranches crowd the railway sidings and train- 
loads of the pressed bales of new wool are sent out 
daily, he will revise his early conceptions of the pro- 
ductiveness of the desert. 


One of the most interesting phases of life in the des- 
ert land is the social side. To those inclined to a 
psychological study of the people of various sections 
the social life which has grown up in these towns 
should be of peculiar interest. In a sense it is unique, 
yet whether one lives in El Paso, Albuquerque, Pres- 
cott, Phoenix, Tucson, or numerous other of the larger 
towns, he will find the social order the same. 

In all of these towns a trace of the old bizarre, hall- 
fellow spirit of frontier days still pervades the streets. 
The business man who in Los Angeles, Denver or 
Chicago would hurry through his business day in quiet. 
dignified demeanor may be expected here to don a som- 
brero and mingle with the crowds along the saloon 
fronts, indulging freely in Mexican jargon, rubbing 
shoulders with miners and cowmen, exchanging the 
gossip of the town for that of the plains. He is not in 
quite so much of a hurry as his city prototype, but he 
knows everybody, and their interests aré his. If he 


lacks something of dignity he makes it up in a certain 


breezy vigor and breadth of view which soon becomes 
his heritage. Tolerance may be said to be the key- 
note of his social ethics. 

This is the spirit of the street, but the social life of 
the homes is markedly different. Although social lines 
are not so closely drawn as in older communities, each 
town has its ¢oterie of the locally elite, and nowhere 
could one find a spot less suggestive of any frontier 
crudities than a social function in one of these towns. 
The business man discards his sombrero and the min- 
ing man his corduroys for evening dress. Ladies in 
New York or Paris gowns are tucked into cabs and all 
the niceties and eclat of formal etiquette are a matter 
of course. The breeziness of western life is not notice- 
able at these formal functions. No one who has at- 
tended a Montezuma ball in Albuquerque or a legis- 
lative reception in Santa Fé or Phoenix will question 
the claim of the desert country to its meed of social

Social clubs are numerous, and the woman's-elub 
movement has a strong hold in both Territories, own. 
ing handsome clubhouses at several points. Probably 
the best-known men's social organization is the Yava- 
pal Club of Prescott, which is housed in a handsome 
building of its own, overlooking the city. Similar or- 
ganizations are the Aztec Club of Phoenix, the Old 
Pueblo Club of Tucson, and the Quien Sabe Club of 
El Paso. At Albuquerque, the Commercial Club is both 
a business and social organization, and leads bott 
phases of the city life, opening the season each yea: 
with a formal dance, and entertaining such notables as 
visit the city. A few years ago a large party, in- 
cluding a number of noted persons, stopped at Albu- 
querque for a day. The club promptly issued car? 
and entertained the party at a forma! ball in the even 
ing. greatly to the surprise and delight of the eastern- 
ers who had stopped off in the city to view its ancient 
landmarks and quaint Indian village. At Albuquerque. 
as at several other points, the Woman’s Club takes an 
active interest in municipal affairs. At Santa Fé this 
movement has culminated in the formation of a Wom- 
en’s Commercial Club devoted entirely to the material 
welfare of the city. 

Much has been written of the “lure of the desert,” of 
the subtle call of the broad plains and the somber- 
tinted peaks. One who expects to find this a mere sen- 
timentality of fanciful writers will be surprised te learn 
from the experience of living among its people that no 


sentiment is more real. Life is not all a struggle for 


gain; part of it is in the cloudless blue of the skies. 


the far reaches of plain and mountain, the tonic atipos- . 


phere and the spirit of breadth and freedom. 

If every people may be said to develop a distinctive 
philosophy, that of the desert country might be de- 
scribed as the undaunted optimism of the ploneers cou- 
pled with the modern spirit of good living and excel- 
lence of achievement. Physical obstacles develop a 
clean breed and a sturdy stock. The stranger may 


marvel at the audacity of a people who year after year 


have faced the recurring problems of developing one 
section after another of this vast desert empire. But 
should he be so rash as to express his doubts or sym- 
pathy he will learn how sadly his compassion is wasted. 
For life in the desert long ago passed from the stage 
of frontier privation to the well-rounded life of the 
Western States. Back in the hills prospectors still plod 
about their camps as in the old picturesque days; on 
the great open ranges the cowboy yet pursues his no- 
madic way unchanged, but in the towns the old garish 
life is only a memory. The rows of gaudy fronts have 
given way to brick storerooms and shacks and tents 
to modern homes. Costly churches and schools have 
crowded the corrals and lodging-houses from the 
prominent street corners. 

Today the desert country makes its bow to the world 
without apology, and the newcomer seeking enlighten- 
ment will be assured by its people, with the sincerity 
of conviction that he has arrived in “the best country 
on earth.”

BUCHANAN’S COURT DRESS. 


A TROUBLESOME DIPLOMATIC QUESTION DEALT 
WITH IN AN EFFECTIVE WAY. : 


[New York Sun:] Whenever the question of Ameri- 


can diplomatic costume comes up, the manner in which 


James Buchanan dealt with it is worth recalling. 


Buchanan went as Minister to the Court of St. James’s 
just as Marcy as Secretary of State issued his famous 
order that American ministers abroad should appear at 
public functions if possible in the plain and simple 
garments of an American citizen. The effect of thts or- 
der in several courts of Europe was remarkable. Upon 
an intimation that the King of Prussia would regard as 
a slight to himself the attendance of anybody at court 
in so informal a dress as that suggested by Marcy, the 
American Minister at Berlin decided to continue wear- 
ing court costume. In Sweden the American Minister 
was informed that his appearance at court in the sim- 
ple dress of an American citizen would be offensive as 
implying a propaganda of republicanism. 


August Belmont, the Minister to The Hague, con- 
formed to Marcy’s recommendation, though his fellows 
of the diplomatic corps prophesied trouble. None came, 
and the King went out of his way to be gracious to the 
American gentleman in the plain black clothes. 


Buchanan had a much more serious experience than 
his brother ministers in this matter of costume. The 


British press took up the question with acrimony, just 


before the meeting of Parliament Buchanan received 
from the master of ceremonies a printed circular to the 
effect that nobody would be admitted to the diplomatic 
gallery or the body of either house except in court 
costume. Buchanan stayed away, but the London Times 
reported him as attending and feeling uncomfortabl 

conspicuous in his plain clothes. . 


Buchanan, gallant old bachelor that he was, was 
most anxious not to seem in any degree lacking in re- 
spect for the Queen. After a while a tactful person con- 
nected with the court intimated to Mr. Buchanan that 
the Queen would be entirely content if he would wear 
some distinguishing mark that should differentiate him 
from the upper court servants, who wore plain black. A 
sword would be sufficient for the purpose, it was sug- 
gested, and Mr. Buchanan took the advice. 


With the clothes sharps and the newspapers still dis- 
cussing the matter the day approached when Buchanan 
must present himself at court, and all who attended the 
levee were curious to see in what guise the American 
Minister would appear. There was no mistaking him 
for an upper court servant. 


What the men and women in the throne room saw 
approaching the Queen and instantly knew for the 
American Minister without the aid of the announcing 
ery that preceded him, was a large, oldish gentleman 
with a dignified carriage and a benevolent smooth- 
shaven face, clad all in black with trousers that came 
down to a properly varnished pair of dress boots and 
girt about the waist with a plain black-hilted sword. 
Buchanan said afterward that he never was prouder of 
his country than he was as he stood there, the most 
simply-dressed figure in the room, amid a host of men 
in military and other uniforms and decorated with every 
sort of order and medal known to the courts of Europe. 
He wrote home with glee describing to his niece, Har- 
riet Lane, the details of his dress and his feelings upon 
this occasion. 


Buchanan's costume was entirely satisfactory to the 
Queen, and the plain Pennsylvanian grew to be a prime 
favorite in British official society. Soon after his ap- 
pearance at court he was joined by Miss Lane, and all 
the world knows the brilliant success of that handsome 
and straightforward American girl in the society of 
Great Britain. 


Buchanan had served as Minister to Russia more than 
twenty years before, and had not been troubled by the 
question of costume. It is worthy of note that although 
he loyally lived up to Marcy’s instructions in the matter 
of dress at London, he was heard to say that the Secre- 
tary of State had a great deal to learn. 


Good Railroad Record. 

English railroad men are proud of their record as re- 
gards the safety of passengers. Last year out of 1,264,- 
900,000 passengers hauled only one was killed by an 
accident to a train. Nineteen were killed getting on 
or off trains. This total of passengers does not include 
commuters, none of whom was killed. 


Of this total only 390 were injured. By accidents to 
trains eighty-two railroad employés were killed and 
2148 injured. 


One reason why the total deaths from all causes is 80 


low is that persons are rarely killed while walking on 
the tracks. All the English railroads are fenced or 
hedged in and trespassing is not only forbidden, but 
prevented. Magistrates deal rigorously with tramps 
and others who try to use the railroad right of ‘vay 
as a high road.—{New York Sun.

Sonn Curious Treasury Norzs 
THAT HAVE CIRCULATED. 
By a Special Contributor. 


T may be said without any exaggeration that 90 
per cent. of the cash-handling world does not dis- 
cover the freak legal-tender notes which occasion- 
ally get into circulation. This does not apply to 
counterfeits, but to notes that are at first glance genu- 
ine, yet which, upon closer inspection, prove to be so 
glaringly imperfect. Sometimes these notes get into 
circulation before being put through their completed 
process by the dishonesty of an employé of the govern- 
ment’s paper-money printing establishment; some- 
times, with imperfections in printing, they pass the 
vigilance of Uncle Sam’s inspectors in that same in- 
stitution, but although by both means the cases are 
rare, the notes that have leaked out have passed 
through many hands, and in most cases have returned 
to the Treasury’s inspectors before they have been 
discovered. 


One of the most remarkable cases of the purloining 
of legal tender occurred at the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing in the Spring of 1900. To all appearances 
the paper money which leaves this institution is com- 
pleted, but this is not the case. The seal which makes 
it legal tender is not placed on it until it is issued for 
circulation by the Treasury Department, and it really 
requires but a casual glauce to note the imperfection. 

When this money is prepared for delivery to the 
Treasury it is packed in bundles of 1000 sheets, each 
of which contains the print of four notes. After the 
last count is given them at the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing the bundles are sealed, placed in the 
vault, and held subject to the order of the Treasury 
Department. When they are called for issue they are 
sent to the Treasury, counted, separated, and the Treas- 
ury seal and denominational number stamped on them, 
which, on notes of $5 and under, is blue in color, from 
$10 up, pink, and on gold notes, yellow. 


An employé of the bureau found an opportunity to 
extract four sheets of $10 notes, a total of $160, be- 
tween the final count and the sealing of the bundles. 
In order to make the notes passable without attract- 

‘ing the least attention, he soaked them in water and 
when nearly dry rubbed them between soiled hands. 
When the notes finally dried, they looked as if they 
had been in circulation for many months. 

The process of spending was easy. The employs 
changed them as quickly as possible into legal tender, 
and did not in so doing once arouse the least suspi- 
cion among the storekeepers. Five weeks later the 
firet note appeared at the Treasury, having been ac- 
cepted by a Washington bank, passed undetected 
through the bank employé’s hands, and sent to the 


Treasury for redemption because of its worn appear- 


ance. Its defects were not discovered in fact until 
it reached the redemption division of the department. 
The remaining fifteen notes passed through probably 


as many hands, and would no doubt have returned to. 


the Treasury in the same manner had not their de- 
fects been advertised. | 

In the early years of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing two $50 bank notes with $100 backs slipped 
through the examiner's hands and passed into circu- 
lation. It was not until they had reached the bank 
‘for which they were intended in Kansas City that the 
defect was discovered, but only, however, after one 
them had been given out in circulation. | . 

That note had an interesting career. It finally landed 
in a western hotel clerk’s hands, who, in making up 
his accounts one night, found a discrepancy he could 
not explain. In counting his cash, he turned each note 
over and deposited it in a pile at his right. Counting 
from left to right, his money balanced his accounts 
precisely, but a check count during which he turned 
the notes on the opposite side, showed a shortage of 
$50. Two hours were thus consumed in a vain effort 
to find the trouble, but the defect still remaining, the 
clerk called the manager. 

That official himself had no better success. Over 
and over again he counted the bills, but he, too, used 
the same method, and on one count the cash balanced 
while on the next it was short $50. The two men then 
examined each note separately on both sides, and the 
mystery was solved. One of the bills had the design 
of $100 on the back and $50 on the front, and to make 
it worse the clerk had received the bill as a $100 note. 

The note was sent to the Treasury for an explana- 
tion, and for possible redemption at the greater value. 
The department already had record of the bill through 
the bank’s notifitation. The Treasury’s record stated 
that one place bore the reverse of a $100 note at the 
bottom and the opposite side of a $50 note at the top. 
The other plate contained the reverse of the two notes. 
After an impression had been taken from each plate, 
it was laid aside to dry before being run through for 
the reverse-side print. No one seems to have accounted 
for the way in which the pressman had not himself 
discovered the error except that he must have turned 
one sheet upside down. But two $50-$100 bank notes 
appeared, nevertheless, one with a $50 front and a $100 
back, the other with a $100 front and a $50 back. 

In the fall of 1893 the unusual case of the circulation 
of $1 silver coins, dated 1893, was discovered because 
they apppeared at the Treasury in the course of circu- 
lation before they had been issued. This, however 
proved nothing more nor less than a robbery. 

In one of the vaults there were stored $1 silver coins 
of this same date. The coins were in heavy canvas 
bags which held 4000, and were packed in heavy 
cases, each containing five sacks. : 

During. the early part of that year silver dollars of 
this same date came into the hands of the Treasury’s 


bank tellers. The first conclusion drawn was that they 


were counterfeits, and they were sent to the proper 
division for examination. But the examiners pro- 
nounced them good money, and something was declared 
radically wrong with the machinery of the department. 

A count was at once ordered, closely guarded by se- 
trecy. Box after box was overhauled until, finally, the 
counters came upon a box in a far corner of the pile. 
one corner of which had been whittled away and a 
hole large enough to extract several coins at a time 
exposed. The bag immediately over this hole had 
been slit and tapped heavily, even though each em- 
ployé who had access to the vaults was compelled to 
sign a register each time he made his entrance and 
exit. 

Among the collectors there is an odd legal-tender 
note of 1860. The face of the note contains a portrait 
of Webster, and to the right is a representation of 
Rolfe presenting Pocahontas to Queen Elizabeth. 
There is a small eagle at the bottom. Upon inverting 


this bill the eagle presents a faithful resemblance to 


the head of a donkey. Whether this was intended by 
the engraver as a joke is not known, but the resem- 
blance is so close as to indicate premeditation on his 
part. The latest $10 note known as the buffalo note 
presents the same oddity. 


The $10 legal-tender bilis of the present series, to- 
gether with the $1, $2, and $5 silver certificates, have 
been printed with what are known as inverted backs. 
This, however, was the result of an error, as the fronts 
were made inverted by mistake. These bills have be- 
come very valuable among collectors. 

The engraver of the plate for the 1880 silver certifi- 
cates caused several errors in the design of those 
notes. 

A Treasury seal is found on those notes entirely dif- 

ferent from any ever used by the department. The 
key, which is one of the most important symbols of 
the seal, shows a handle at the left-hand side instead 
of at the right, as on all others. The stars are larger 
and the shield is of different shape. The two ends of 
the band surrounding the symbols are fastened with a 
buckle, which in no other case plays a part in the de- 
sign of a Treasury seal. This is the only issue of notes 
on which the peculiar seal was used, and collectors of 
paper money include them among the errors or freaks. 

The Second National Bank of Ravenna, O., has an- 

other curiosity in a $1 note. This lacks the signature 
of both the president and the cashier, although it was 
circulated and never challenged. 
The First National Bank of Fall River, Mass., has a 
similar curiosity. A $1 note of that bank also lacks 
both signatures, which seems not to have interfered 
with its being offered and accepted as money. Still 
another $1 note of the First National Bank of Indian- 
apolis, Ind., is minus the signature of the president 
only. 

These errors or omissions are slight, but they give 
‘additional value to sch bills in the eyes of collectors 
of paper money. They are glad to pay a premium for 
them ALFRED C. PICKELLS.

Aluminum Too Light for Coins. 

Aiter many months of discussion and experimenting 
the French government has decided not to adopt alu- 
minum coinage. This is on the recommendation of the 
commission of scientists which the government ap- 
pointed to consider the subject. 

A certain number of aluminum coins were made as 
a test, but the lightness of the white metal, which was 
one of its chief r endations, has condemned it. 
A 5 centime piece (half-penny) made of aluminum 
weighed only 1.9 grams, as against 5 grams in bronze, 
and it is thought that a coin so light would slip through 
the fingers, especially the rough fingers of a workman. 
Tests are now to be made in bronze containing 10 per 
cent. of aluminum, which, if adopted, will reduce the 
weight by one-half. This combination of metals pos- 
sesses a fine golden yellow color, and the coins made 
of it will therefore be perforated so that they may not 
be mistaken for 20-franc pieces.—[{Chicago Tribune.

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NEGATIVE MENDELISM. 
RESULTS OF MANY EXPERIMENTS LN 
PLANT BREEDING. 

By Ernest Braunton, 

A NUMBER of readers have manifested their pleas- 


ure and interest in the writer's articles on the 

Mendelian law, either by letter or personal inter- 
view. The small number of two have disagreed, but as 
nothing on the subject has been recorded on these pages 
that did come under the writer’s personal observation 
as the result of his careful experiments in his own gar- 
den, the two objectors will have to be dismissed with 
the statement that the writer was absolutely correct re- 


’ garding all that was published. 


For just nine years the writer has been experiment- 
ing in plant breeding with gladiolus, mainly, but also 
with a few other things, mostly in the line of bulbous 
plants. Beginning with seeds gathered from a number 
of crossed gladioli, the writer selected ten bulbs grown 
therefrom, which represented the greatest possible 
range of color from nearly white to the darkest purple.

HYDRANGEA HORTENSIS. 


Each year these plants have been crossed, duly ticketed 
with numbers of parents and the bulbs each year stored 
in marked sacks. These ten bulbs have grown in num- 
ber to about 3000, and the exact parentage is known of 
every one, and is marked on stakes as they are grow- 
ing in the field; while hundreds have been thrown 
away. These years of experimentation and observation 
have proven a liberal education in plant breeding. In 
addition to the ten original unnamed bulbs there has 
been introduced up to date the “blood” of the follow- 
ing splendid named varieties: America, Aphrodite, 
Elizabeth Kurtz, White Lady, Marquis of Granby, Marie 
Lemoine, and Klondike. The first is a light pink, the 
three next white or nearly so, and the latter three yel- 
low; no blues have been introduced, though some nearly 
blue have resulted from a cross of parents with no sug- 
gestion of blue in either one, case of reversion or 
atavism. 


This article is written largely for the purpose of re- 
cording freaks and failures; though the latter is true 
only so far as ability to foretell colors is concerned. 
Some have claimed that Mendelism could be applied to 
determining the colors of garden hybrids in gladioli, but 
this is absolutely false. No one who has not tried a 
certain cross can tell anything about the colors of the 


offspring. The writer now has in bloom hundreds of 


examples to prove this statement. In some crosses the 
resultant flowers will resemble one parent, sometimes 
another, again both, and in other cases, neither. In 
some lots all offspring will be lighter, in others darker 
than either parent, and in crossing two rose-colored 
flowers the writer has obtained every shade from light- 
est pink through scarlet, crimson, and magenta down 
to the deepest purple. In the face of this, who can fore- 
tell. Crosses between two large flowers have often 
brought peculiarly insignificant flowers, though this is 
not the rule. On the other hand, two rather small 
flowers have brought the largest of all. Extremely 
vigorous plants with smal] flowers generally produce 
vigorous plants with large flowers, though sometimes 
very frail plants with really enormous flowers.

Frankly Advertised. 

REAL-ESTATE agent located in one of the 
mountain counties of California thus frankly sets 
forth the status of the communities to which he 

invites immigration: “This county has towns almost 
deserted now that were once larger than Sacramento. 
Its population today is almost wholly the scum and 
dregs of the old mining population and their children. 
Its moral stagnation and financial inertia have caused 
its agricultural and other valuations to fall to the bot- 
tom. This county will not remain on a moral and finan- 
cial level below the surrounding counties very long, any 
more than you can keep water in one corner of a pond 
below the rest. I would call the attention of men and 
women of strong character and who are willing to live 
among such people as inhabit this county, to investigate 
the resources of this section.” | 


As a matter of fact, the county of which the above 
was written has a large number of enterprising people. 
Mining is on the wane, and its fruit industries are han- 
dicapped by frosts and poor freighting facilities. Yet 
the county is shipping out about six carloads of fine 
plums, pears, prunes and peaches every day, and not 
one box is going out until it has passed the most rigid 
Inspection by a disinterested party and found to con- 
tain only prime fruit packed in the most approved style, 
If a lot of “degenerate” miners’ sous can bring their 
fruit products to this degree of excellence, give us more 
of them in every locality. 


Frost Fighting. 


E all know that the citrus-fruit grower in smudg- 
ing. firing or irrigating his orchard of a frosty 
-night has in view only the effect the cold weather may 
» have upon his fruit crops. May it not develop after all 
that what seems to be the primary object of frost fight- 
ing is only incidental in the long run; that the most 
important result of driving out frost may lie in preserv- 
ing the health and vitality of the tree for future years? 
If there is anything in this idea it must be worked out 
to a conclusion, if possible, and if correct, then frost 
fighting will become a matter of vast importance. This 
is one topic that should receive attention at the citrus 
growers’ meeting soon to be held at Pomona. — : 
Let us introduce this thought by analogy. In the 
central and other parts of the State the peach trees 
suffer occasionally with what is called sour sap. That 


this trouble is caused by climatic conditions solely is 


generally believed. With the peach only the cells of 
the younger branches seem affected by the derangement, 
yet in mafiy cases the trees will remain absolutely dor- 
mant for three or four months after the beginning of 
the wood-growth season. The same abnormal condi- 
tions are noticed in eastern apple trees after a winter 
of very severe freezing. | 3 


Is it not probable that the behavior of many of the 


Orange groves of the State is governed by similar influ- 
ences? I believe that the so-called deterioration of or- 
ange trees is in some measure the result of frost, or, 
just as reasonably of conditions following continued 
chilling of the trees during a winter when the mercury 
plays around the freezing point for a protracted period 
and yet never reached it. But it may be said, that fol- 
lowing the frosty era of the latter nineties no deterio- 
- pation was noticed. A well-vitalized citrus tree will 
resist adverse conditions possibly for years, just as will 
a man of robust physique resist exposure and even ac- 
tive disease. Also it may be that citrus tree decadence 
may have much of its origin in the cold winters that 
began with the memorable freeze, and those following 
all too closely the next few years. It is reasonable-to 
hold that the low vitality arising from any or many 
causes other than cold weather would place the trees 
in a less resistant condition to withstand frost. It 
is a large and most obscure question, this decadence of 
citrus trees, and is as broad as the State. We know the 
effects in light fruit crops, and can see the degenera- 
tion written upon the foliage of a million trees 


Behind the Revetment. 


HE “down-river” fruit district on the Sacramento 

River below the Capital City is one of the finest in 
the State, yet few travelers up and down the river ever 
get more than a glimpse of the beautiful orchards lying 
behind the broad levees on either side of the river. One 
may stand on deck of the Navajo or the Empress, or of 
some other swift water craft, and see nothing but a sand 
dune on either side. It is the levee built at infinite ex- 
pense, toil, and sacrifice to hold the great river in 
bounds and allow the cultivation of the splendid soil 
stretching away from the bank and far lower than the 
surface of the river. 


But the Empress has stopped at a farmhouse for a 


dozen boxes of cherries and some general freight and 
passenger service. We climb the steep levee, and, be- 


hold, we are looking down upon a hundred Holstein 


dairy cows, a barnyard containing two fine Percheron 
stallions, and many other groups of farm stock. South 
of the immense dairy barn the orchards of this princi- 
pality of fruits begin. Here is the cherry orchard that 
pulled the early-shipping laurels from the brow of 
Vacaville this season and sold its first lots of fruit at 
10 cents per cherry. Beyond are blocks of plum trees 
with a Chinaman in each top thinning the fruit, apri- 
cot orchards, peach orchards and alfalfa, the latter 
standing three feet high for the first cutting—a mere 
glance we get at this farm of 1400 acres in fruits and 
hay. We have time also to glance across to the Yolo

250-horse-power engine now, and Farmer Green has his 
cherries aboard and has invited me into the pilot-house 
to watch him run the boat to Sacramento, for he has 
been right at this landing since 1852, and the regular 
pilot welcomes him to the wheel. As we gaze over 
the rim of the revetment at the asparagus cutters the 
improvised pilot tells me of seeing twenty-six sailing 
vessels, in sight at one time, from his cabin door in the 
early 50’s. He built the first gasoline launch that ever 
troubled the muddy waters of the Sacramento, he said, 
and wished the big, new Navajo would not trouble the 
tide water more than did his little pioneer launch. 
Why? Because the swift new boat is washing out the 
levees and endangering his farm. So we journeyed 
through thirty miles of fine fruit country which is oc- 
casionally submerged for a time, but reasonably pros- 
perous in spite of the enormous expense of maintaining 


the levees. 


Florida Importations. 


TRONG pressure has been brought to bear upon the 

State Commissioner’s office by the Department of 
Agriculture for a modification of the quarantine order 
against the importation of Florida stock. The Bureau 
of Plant Industry is anxious/to introduce into Califor- 
nia some special varieties of avocado, to be tried out at 
Pasadena, Claremont and perhaps at other points. 
When the grave danger of such action was brought to 
the attention of the Department at Washington, and 
the commissioner refused absolutely to modify the or- 
der, a plan was proposed and adopted that seems to me 
to be perfectly safe. It is as follows: 


The Bureau of Plant Industry is to remove the im- 
proved avocado from Florida to a special greenhouse at 
Washington, there to be detained one year, examined 
frequently and made clean of infection. At the end of 
the year the bureau may ship the plants to the Horti- 
cultural Commissioner of the county in which they are 
to be delivered, with a certificate stating that the stock 
has been detained at Washington for one year, that it 
is clean and that the greenhouse in which it has been 
kept is known to be free from the citrus white fly. If 
the California inspection is satisfactory the commis- 


| sioner will deliver the plants to the proper 


parties. 
When this plan was submitted to the Washington bu- 
reau, it was accepted, and I wish to say that our fruit 
growers will appreciate this, for it is a question of law 
whether the national government is obliged to obey a 
State quarantine. Have no fear of the Bureau of Plant 
Industry, however, for its officials will not raise the 


point, and have agreed to respect Quarantine Order No. 


1 to the letter. eke 


Now there ts a hint in this to those individuals in 
Southern California who think they must import Fior- 
ida plants. If they must have this stock introduce it 
through the plan adopted as outlined above. All smug- 
gling or straightout efforts to force Florida plants across 
the borders of the State will be punished If possible, and 
the plants destroyed by the county or State authorities. 
If this inhibited stock is worth having at all it is worth 
holding in Washington a year under the absolute pro- 
tective scheme in effect with the bureau. 


White Fly Outbreak. 


DISPATCH from the University Press Bureau at 
Berkeley of July 15 announces that “Prof. C. W. 
Woodworth left tonight for Sacramento Valley to in- 
vestigate the white fly, which is playing havoc with the 
citrus trees growing there. The pest, he said, was not 
as bad as two years ago, as stringent measures had been 
taken to suppress it.” | Ee 
As far as the State Horticultural Commission knows, 
there is no infection of citrus white fly now in existence 


in the State of California. If Prof. Woodworth knows | 


of u single tree infested with this pest his failure to 
notify the commissioner’s office at once demands the 
most thorough investigation. Suppressing the fact is 
no less than imbecility under the circumstances, for 
every citrus-fruit grower knows upon whom will fall the 
responsibility of exterminating the fly, should it be dis- 
covered. In the three cases where this fly has been 
found every one knows how they were handled, though 


one would suspect from reading the dispatch of the | 


press bureau that the university had taken the “strin- 
gent measures” which resulting in saving the State from 
one of the greatest perils that ever threatened It. 

It is certain that California will always be subject to 
outbreaks of this terrible pest. There may be colonies 
of this fly now at work in localities where its presence 
is not even suspected. The State commissioner’s funds 
permit him to mafftain the magnificent number of two 
field men to cover the entire State. One of these is con- 
stantly engaged in quarantine work south of the Te- 
hachepi, leaving one man to patrol the.districts in 
which the press dispatch says the fly is playing havoc. 
No need to “investigate” the white fly, but there is sad 
need of having the. places of this havoc pointed out so 
the State commissioner may apply the force that was 
so successful in suppressing the insect at Marysville; 
Oroville and Bakersfield. No one should be permitted 
to jeopardize the great citrus interests by suppressing a 
fact just for à little cheap notoriety of “investigation.” 
The university has plenty of funds with which to put 
into the field any number of men to locate the fly; the 
State commissioner has only $12,500 with which to pay

Valuable Record Found. 


A record of very great interest concerning the cele- 
brated siege of Jerusalem by Vespasian’s army, under 
the command of Titus, has been discovered, says the 
Egyptian Gazette, in Upper Egypt. It consists of a 
wooden panel, with raised borders, or frame, bearing 
a Latin inscription of some fifty lines, of which thirty- 
seven are still perfectly legible. Apart from its histor- 
ical importance, this relic, with the exeeption of the 
tablets found at Pompeti containing some accounts of 
a banker there, is the most valuable specimen of Ro- 
man calligraphy extant. The contents of the text, how-

— In the first chapter the physician wisely refuses to 
give a friend “dope” for sleeplessness. Here is an ex- 
tract from the article: | 

“In a few words, then, eat a cracker or two just 
before going to bed. Indulge as little as possible in 
fluids; gulp down nothing ice-cold, and don’t drink 
tea or coffee after midday. Keep your feet warm day 
and night. Ride on a street car, on the outside, or 
walk half an hour before going to bed. To elaborate: 
The good old cure for sleeplessness holds through all 
changes—an easy conscience and a healthy body. A 
due portion of fatigue and quiet surroundings may be 
added as also necessary to induce refreshing sleep, 
and sleep which is not refreshing is about as unsatis- 
factory as wakefulness. Nevertheless, by people of a 
nervous temperament some strictly material rules for 
courting the balmy god with success are not to be de- 
spised. Many little things conduce to sleeplessness, 
the avoidance of which will remove that trouble. In- 
digestion, cold feet, overfatigue, tea and coffee taken 
in excess, excitement generally, all tend to a restless- 
ness of the brain, which prevents calm sleep. Many 
devices are resorted to to expel such nervousness. The 
old suggestion, made in ridicule, originally, to read 
some very dry book or to have some one talk you to 
sleep is really excellent in practice. The dull monot- 

— ony of a prosy book, and even more the dull monotone 
of a prosy talker, usually produces just the dull im- 
pressions on the brain which are required to induce 
sleep. A monotonous train of thoughts often serves. 
You have probably heard the story of that eminent 
student of brain disorders who preseribed the constant 
dripping of water on a metal pan. The regular tick- 
ing of a clock frequently sends sleepless persons into 
the desired state of brain inaction, though in fact all 
these processes may serve to drive a very nervous per- 
son into a wild hysteria of wakefulness.” .. . 

“Sleeplessness is always wakefulness in one or more 
of its multitudinous forms, and the recourse to nar- 
cotic poisons for its relief is utterly unscientific and 
deplorable. It is as clumsy in theory—in so far as it 
can be said to have a theory—as knocking a man 
down because he needs rest. What is it that prevents 

, the natural and physical rest of the body at rythmical 
f periods? The brain is as truly a part of the body as 
the stomach, and it is as much a fault of the organs 
of the mind to prevent sleep by mental worry or wake- 
fulness as it is a fault of the stomach to render it im- 
possible by bad digestion. No intelligent practitioner 
dreams of narcotizing the nerves of the gastric organs 
to promote sleep. Why in the name of common sense 
should any medical man for an instant think it legiti- 
mate to narcotize the brain because it exhibits some 
disturbing irregularity in its functions? Sleep is not 
a special prerogative of the brain. Every organ sleeps, 
and generally sleep is the aggregate of many sleeps. It 
is time to protest against this clumsy procedure. If I 
. do so warmly, it is because I feel that the mistake is 
of common making. It is so much easier to write a 
prescription or make up a bottle of medicine or a box 
— of pills with one of the rank poisons that mimic sleep, 
| and as they do so deprave cerebral and nerve tissue, 
than it would he to search out the real and active 
1 cnise of wakefulness. There are more than a score 
and a half of known causes or forms of sleeplessness, 
‘ each one requiring direct and specific treatment, and 
yet, as if by common consent, the profession sanctions 
the abuse of such drugs as chloral and bromide as pol- 
sonous sleep producers. No medical man is justified 
in undertaking the treatment of his maladies. It is 
impossible that he should so far step out of himself 
as to be able to form a reasonable judgment of his 
case objectively; and no practitioner has the justifica- 
tion of science for the recourse to narcotics as reme- 
dies for sleeplessness, except when an additional pain 
is the accidental disturber of a sleep function, or a 
habit of wakefulness may be broken by an occasional 

dose of the stupefier.” : 

“But what on earth would become of the multitudes 
of young physicians that are turned out from our col- 
leges every year if the afflicted can pull through on ad- 
vice instead of prescriptions?” 

“There you are. But I will be confidential, The fact 
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is, the world is possessed with the notion that when a 
man is taken sick, a terrible ado must be kept up, an 


alternation of nursing and fussing, while preternatu- 


rally wise and whispering doctors, sympathising 
friends, tearful relatives and chattering nurses add 
their contributions to the wrong side, and all because 
somebody is ill and needs chiefly rest. We have not 
yet, most t us, gotten rid of the old notion of the 


ancients that disease is a personality, a something that 


is in the air, that travels about, enters our dwellings, 
and finally seizes hold of us—something akin in the 
minds of the ignorant to a goblin, ghost, fiend, demon 
or witch, which only pills or potations can exorcise, 
kill or cure. I am confident that many physicians will 
say, if the patient will let them, that two-thirds of all 
the maladies of all the people in the world would dis- 
appear in a few hours or days, if left to themselves, 
with no other appliances than such as instinct would 
suggest and common sense employ. But patients often 
estimate the doctor's skill by the wonderfully wise 
look which he assumes and the extent and variety 
of his prescriptions; and a sick man’s friends hate to 
seem unsympathizing, and are so apt to be officious. 
It is to be understood, of course, that I am not speak- 
ing of extreme cases, but of the treatment of most of 
the little ills which come upon overworked and worry- 
ing men and women, so many of whom we find all 
around us in this pushing competitive age. Their best 
remedy, if they can take it, is good air, dietary pro- 
prieties, healthful exercise, frequent baths, and occa- 
sional recreation and rest.” 

Later on, the physician is made to advise his friend 
late suppers as a cure for insomnia... The asserted fact 
is pointed out that infants will not sleep until they 


have their bellies full. This is all wrong. About 99 


per cent. of what we call civilized people have abnor- 
mal digestive organs. The lining of their stomachs is 
inflamed. When they are empty they eat something to 
keep them from gnawing. This is not a natural but an 
abnormal condition. On the other hand, any one who 
has undertaken a fast of several weeks will tell you 
that after the first few days, when the stomach became 
entirely empty, he enjoyed the first real sound dream- 
less sleep that he had known since childhood. For 
those who have inflamed stomachs it is well to take a 
cracker dad a cup of milk at bedtime until by absti- 
nence they have got their stomachs into good condition. 

Unfortunately children are dosed with too much food 


from the time they are born, so that they acquire the 


habit of overeating. If they were given a little water 
or a I[ſttle water and fruit juice instead of milk when 
they cry out because their stomachs are inflamed, it 
would be much better for them—and for the 
and neighbors. | 


Faith Cures. 


T is astonishing what a lot of Superstition—a daugh- 

ter of Ignorance—still exists among “civilized” people 
in this materialistic twentieth century when many pro- 
fess to believe neither in God nor in devil.

“The relic of St. Anne possessed by the local church, 
of which Rev. Father J. J. McCue is pastor, is part 
of the frontal bone of St. Anne de Beaupre, the authen- 
ticity of which is set forth in voluminous documentary 
verification from the Vatican at Rome. It is from the 
relic at the Church of St. Anne de Beaupre of Quebec. 
and was procured by father McCue two years ago from 
Archbishop Begin of Quebec. Upon application tothe 
Pope, Father McCue secured the appointment to estab- 
lish the shrine of St. Anne for the western continent 
at the Church of San Jean de Baptiste, New York, the 
only other shrine of St. Anne on the continent is that 
at Quebec, which is famous the world over for its won- 
derful cures. 

“The veneration of the relic is an old French cus- 
tom, and deemed one of the most important benefac- 
tions of the Roman Catholic church. Each year, after 
the celebration of the novena at the few shrines, there 
follow reports of wonderful cures effected through the 
touch of the relic.

‘Never eat an 
unwashed strawberry’ is therefore neither absurd nor 
unsound counsel, and those who think that to subject 
the fruit to such treatment would spoil ‘its flavor are 
invited now, while strawberries are cheap and plenti- 
ful, to make the experiment.”
